N the year 1926 the undersigned was 
[ commissioned by Mr. Oakleigh Thorne 

of Millbrook, New York to prepare a 
history of the introduction and distribution 
of the black polled Aberdeen-Angus breed 
throughout the United States. Approxi- 
mately two years were devoted to that work 
and the volume—which was profusely illus- 
trated and extended to 1042 pages—was in 
due course put upon the market. It may 
be found today in the libraries of leading 
breeders of the blacks and is in use as a 
work of reference in most Agricultural Col- 
leges. The book had been electrotyped so 
that new editions might be brought out as 
required. These plates, together with all 
unsold copies of the original edition, were 
placed in the custody of the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, at 
their offices in the Pedigree Record Build- 
ing at the Chicago Union Stock Yards. The 
great fire of 1934 which devastated the en- 
tire Halsted Street side of the Yards, swept 
through the building in which the plates 
were stored, and they were destroyed. 
Hence the volume in question is now unob- 
tainable, except through private sources. 


With the vast expansion of interest in the 
breed now in progress in all parts of the 
country there is a constant and increasing 
call from 4-H Club boys and girls, from stu- 
dents in various vocational agricultural 
schools and from Agricultural College stu- 
dents as well as from those who have but 
recently engaged in Aberdeen-Angus pro- 
duction, for the information which was pre- 
sented in such detail in the volume mention- 
ed. To meet their demand the author of 
the work which is no longer available, has 
undertaken the somewhat difficult task of

tural scheme. In pre-historic times there 
were cattle of course. We know that: but 
it is more than probable that all were more 
or less homogeneous in character. At least 
there was probably not that wide differen- 
tiation in type that we 
see today in surveying 
the world’s bovine popu- 
lation. Just how the cat- 
tle stocks of different 
countries took on special 
colors, conformation and 
distinguishing  charac- 
teristics we shall prob- 
ably never know. Cli- 
mate, food and environ- 
ment generally, no doubt, 
led to modifications, 
through natural causes, 
long before man came 
into the business of 
shaping types to suit his 
own ideas of what a cow 
should be to best fit into 
his own farming pro- 
grams. Men of vision 
and deep comprehension 
of the infinite possibili- 
ties involved in the ex- 
ercise of power over the 
brute creation learned 
long ago that by the in- 
telligent direction of 
matings the characteris- 
tics of entire groups 
could be changed. Then 
came a knowledge of the power of blood 
concentration in attaining and fixing desir- 
ed qualities; and so gradually, throughout 
the years, the science and art of animal 
breeding was developed. 

The black polled Aberdeen-Angus breed 
of cattle, with which we are now to deal, 
takes its name from two adjoining counties 
in Northern Scotland in which it was cre- 
ated. That it is black in color is of little 
practical importance. That it is hornless 
is considered by many a distinct advantage. 
But above and beyond those two character-

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ASHINGTON live stock officials 

have come almost to a dead stand- 

still on 1946 production planning for 
two reasons. First is the uncertainty of 
feed supplies and, second, the possibility of 
an early end of the Japanese war. 

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson is in a spot where he cannot af- 
ford to guess wrong on either. There still 
are many officials in the Agriculture De- 
partment who recall that they guessed 
wrong on feed in 1943 and on the European 
war in 1944. 

Those two mistakes are at the bottom of 
most of our live stock and meat problems 
today, it is admitted officially. Anderson 
is playing his cards cautiously, preferring 
to delay decisions as long as possible. 

When he came in as Secretary he was all 
set to start the machinery rolling on an ex- 
panded live stock production program. The 
July corn crop estimate of 500,000,000 bush- 
els below last year was his first shock. 

His next disappointment was when he 
turned to wheat in the hope of taking up 
any slack in feed resulting from a short 
corn crop. He gave his blessing to a Feed 
Industry Advisory Committee recommenda- 
tion for a wheat-feed subsidy. 

Ten days later he was forced to reverse 
that stand because the Army and the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration had first call on all available wheat 
over domestic food needs. Arrangements 
have been made to export around 300,000,000 
bushels of wheat.

Tentative plans have been made for a 
meeting of cattle growers and feeders here 
early in the Fall, as soon as the corn crop 
can be more accurately estimated, to discuss 
meat production programs. 

Cattlemen have complained bitterly 
for months that the present program is 
retarding meat production. Anderson 
and OPA Administrator Chester Bowles 
have agreed that the marketing and 
price programs need reviewing. 

In revamping the program Anderson will 
swing considerably more weight than Jones 
did. OPA pricing officials have orders to 
permit the Agriculture Department to take 
the lead in all programs directly affecting 
farm production. 

The meaning of that is, of course, that 
Anderson will have his way when it comes 
to prices affecting production. Whenever 
he says he needs a price to get production 
he’ll get it, even if he has to go to the White 
House for direct. authorization. 


The war has Washington officials, as well 
as many cattlemen, jittery. It is recognized 
here that an end of the war anytime in the 
next three or four months would place a 
tremendous strain on prices. 

Neither agriculture nor industry is pre- 
pared to start immediately on reconversion. 
Government figures indicate that about 
3,500,000 persons already have been released 
from war jobs. Another three to four mil- 
lion would lose their jobs within thirty to 
sixty days after the war ends. 

The effect of such a slump in employ- 
ment, with the consequent decrease in pur- 
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chasing power, is something that both 
cattlemen and government officials fear. 
Meat, considered in normal times one of 
the high-priced foods, would be the first to 
suffer. 

That is why there is renewed and active 
interest here now in some program to pro- 
tect cattle raisers and feeders against a 
glutted market and price slump that could 
quickly follow the end of the war. 


Spokesmen for the cattle growing in- 
dustry are campaigning for some sort 
of a price cushion that would enable 
them to reduce their herds in an orderly 
fashion on a diminishing market. They 
point out that nearly all other produc- 
ers of food and fibers are given protec- 
tion under the Congressional guarantee 
of ninety per cent of parity for two 
years after the war.

The abnormal pattern of cattle market- 
ings so far this year is causing official 
apprehension of an exceptionally heavy run 
of grass-fed cattle to market during Sep- 
tember, October and November. 

Exceptionally good grazing conditions 
have retarded movement of cattle off the 
ranges. When this delayed movement gets 
under way there is a strong possibility of 
some congestion in transportation facilities, 
both railroad and truck. 


Official opinion here is that grade 
cattle now are at about their peak of 
the year and that there is a strong 
probability of prices weakening during 
the fall. The demand, however, for 
good and choice replacement cattle will 
continue strong, government live stock 
officials believe.

Western live stock producers are doing 
their best to obtain a reversal of the Inter- 
state Commerce’ Commission order due to 
become effective September 10th providing 
for a reduction of thirty-five to forty per 
cent in freight rates on westbound fresh 
meats and packing house products. 

The dispute dates back for many, many 
years. Midwestern packing houses long 
have complained that freight rates to the 
Mountain and West Coast states discrimin- 
ated against them. A little more than a 
year ago the Supreme Court ruled in favor 
of the packing houses in a case entitled 
Hormel vs. The Sante Fe Railroad. 

Originally the rates were tipped in favor 
of the shipment of live cattle to the west in 
order to build up the live stock industry in 
that region. The packers, however, com- 


plained that it was cheaper to ghi i 
steer from Iowa to ei or om jn 
cisco than it was to ship the carcass wei "g 
ing only a little more than half as much : 
Western cattlemen contend, however th t 
the ICC order would undermine "thei 
markets since feeders in that part of the 
country have a higher feed cost. They Mees 
petitioned the ICC to delay application of 
the order for two months to permit a re- 
hearing of the rate case. 


Action of the War Production Board in 
releasing DDT for civilian use is expected to 
result in at least 100,000 pounds being made 
available during the next six to eight 
months. Releases, however, will be made 
only through the U.S. Public Health Service, 


It was with considerable misgivings 
that the Agriculture Department finally 
gave its approval of the release of DDT 
to civilians. The Department has been 
experimenting with DDT for three or 
four years on increasingly extensive 
scales, but still isn’t satisfied that it is 
safe in the hands of unskilled users, 


Large-scale experiments by the Depart- 
ment this year have more than confirmed 
the general impression that it is a wonder 
insecticide. In the control of flies, fleas, 
ticks and other insects that annoy animals 
it has proven especially effective. 

Some of the experiments have shown that 
milk cows sprayed with DDT have increased 
their production by five to ten per cent as a 
result of not being bothered by flies. Beef 
cattle have shown a more rapid gain in 
weight. 

The use of DDT spray from airplanes 
over large forest areas in Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania and Nebraska has proven effective 
in eradicating mosquitoes. The Depart- 
ment, however, is studying those areas care- 
fully to determine the effect on birds, bees 
and other wild life. 

The fact that DDT remains in the soil for 
a long time when used as a crop spray has 
raised the as yet unanswered question of 
whether the residue accumulating over sev- 
eral years might have a harmful effect on 
plants. 

It is known that DDT kills bees and 
thus presents a serious threat to the 
pollination of fruit trees. That is one 
of the drawbacks which may prove 
eventually that DDT will in the long 
run do more harm than good in certain 
cases. 

The experts are working on a new use 
for DDT that does offer great promise 
without much danger. They are combining 
it with paints, plastering and other construc- 
tion materials to make homes and barns in- 
sect-proof. 

Until the war ends, or the ingredients 
become more plentiful, it is not probable 
that civilians will receive large quantities 
of DDT. The Agriculture Department has 
asked for 30,000 pounds with which to con- 
tinue experiments.

The supply of black steers for our feeder 
lots is only a drop in the bucket. Commer- 
cial breeders are searching the country for 
commercial females and are finding only a 
few hundred where thousands are wanted. 
Feeders are contracting Aberdeen-Angus 
steer calves even before they are born. 
The pure bred end of our business has 
grown and is growing very fast. Ten years 
ago we were proud of the fact that 111 new 
members joined our Association. Last year, 
1944, we took in 1409 new members. Ten 
vear's ago we registered 8648 pure _bred 
Aberdeen-Angus while last year we register- 


cancer eye and screw worms, then our de- 
mand will increase. 

Aberdeen-Angus females can be _ bred 
younger than some of the other breeds be- 
cause of less difficulty in calving. It has 
now been found practical to breed Hereford 
heifers at a much younger age than is usual 
to Aberdeen-Angus bulls without the great 
losses encountered when bred to Hereford 
bulls. The reason, of course, is the fact 
that the smaller head and bone structure of 
the Aberdeen-Angus makes for much easier 
calving and less loss of both dam and calf. 

Here then are three real opportunities for 
more Aberdeen-Angus bulls in herds of 
other breeds. An Aberdeen-Angus bull on 
Hereford cows will almost invariably get 
black calves with white faces. On Short- 
horn cows the majority of the calves will be 
black and hornless. Both crosses will make 
superior feeders. We have got to prove to 


country. We can only accomplish this by 
sending, from our herds, the kind of bulls 
that will work an improvement on our com- 
mercial cattle.

ed 57,717. The first few months of 1945 
show a substantial gain in new members, 
registrations and transfers over the same 
period as 1944. The whole thing is in dan- 
ger of getting top heavy. What are we go- 
ing to do with all the good bulls we produce 
unless we build up an ever increasing com- 
mercial industry to absorb them? That is 
the job of our Association. They can only 
do it with the help and cooperation of the 
pure bred breeders. | 

We know the superiority of the Aberdeen- 
Angus in the feed lots. We know the ability 
of an Aberdeen-Angus bull to sire black, 
hornless calves. We know of the great rec- 
ord of 67 per cent of all championships in 
the steer classes at the International. We 
know of the hardiness of our breed and the 
ability to rustle for its feed. We know of 
the larger calf crops because of less diffi- 
culty in calving. We know that the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull will cross with other breeds 
and do a better job than any bull of any 
other breed. Yes, we know all these things 
and the commercial man is now finding it 
out for himself. That is what is causing 
this insistent demand for commercial fe- 
males that cannot be supplied. Our job is 
to build up this commercial end of our busi- 
ness, open up a broader outlet for our bulls 
and fill our feed lots with black steers. 

Too many good black heifer calves are go- 
ing through the feed lots instead of into 
commercial breeding herds. Our fieldmen 
are hunting out these heifer calves and we 
are making every effort to route them into 
breeding herds rather than the feed lots. A 
great deal of effort is being put into this 
and will be continued. However if we are 
successful in getting the majority of these 
heifers, that would otherwise go for beef, I 
doubt if it would start to do the job. 

In the southwest, where the Herefords 
predominate, there is a very serious trouble 
with “cancer eye”. This is doing a great 
deal of damage and is the cause of serious 
losses in other breeds. The Aberdeen-Angus 
are not susceptible to this disease and we 
have a real opportunity to expand our breed 
in this territory. 

All through the south the screw worm is 
an ever increasing cause of trouble and loss. 
Because of the hornless character of our 
breed we have little trouble with Aberdeen- 
Angus or its hornless crosses. 

Here is an opportunity to expand our bull 
business for crossing on other breeds. Just 
as we demonstrate that our Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls will lessen the trouble and losses from 
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the range man, with 
Herefords and_ Short- 
horns, that the Aberdeen- 
Angus cross will be a 
profitable cross. It is my 
opinion that we should 
offer special premiums 
for these cross breds in 
both the feeder and fat 
classes. We should help 
find a market for these 
cross bred calves and fol- 
low them through the 
feed lots. 

Never in the history of 
our breed have so many 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
gone and are still going 
to the range country. On 
the other hand with the increase in new 
breeders, never have we had so many bulls to 
dispose of. Your Association, through the 
Denver and other bull sales, by the work of 
our fieldmen, and by advertising and public- 
ity, are trying to build up the demand for 
your bulls. You as breeders must help and, in 
my opinion, you can help most by supplying 
better bulls. Right now we don’t need more 
bulls but we do need more good bulls. 

The range man, above al] things, wants 
deep, thick, rugged bulls with plenty of 
bone and scale. Those extremely short 
legged, short bodied, short rumped, “watch 
charm” bulls just won’t do the job for him. 
Give him good thick fleshed rugged bulls 
because that is the only kind that will do 
him any good or the breed any good. Show 
him the kind he wants and he will pay a 
fair price for them. How do I know? I 
watched the sale at Denver last winter of 
the pens of five bulls. I saw the champion 
pen sell for $685.00 per head. I saw the re- 
serve champions, not as highly fitted and 
perhaps a little more rugged, sell for $850.00 
per head. I saw other pens of the same 
age sell from $450.00 per head down to 
$155.00 per head. I say again, give the 
range man and the commercial man what 
he wants and he will pay you a fair price. 
Seventeen pens of five bulls each averaged’ 
about $340.00 per head. Only five pens sold 
above the average and they averaged 
$558.00. Twelve pens averaged $247.00. 
We don’t need more bulls, but we do need 
more good bulls. 

The real purpose behind any pure bred 
herd is to produce the kind of superior seed 
stock that will go out and improve the gen- 
eral quality of the cattle population of our

Here is proof enough that the commercial 
man can afford to pay a decent price for the 
right kind of bulls. This is the story we have 
got to put over to widen our market. 

The Virginia figures also give some in- 
teresting breed comparisons. 22.3% of the 
Aberdeen-Angus calves graded choice as 
against 14.2% for the Herefords and 3.9% 
for the Shorthorn. The Aberdeen-Angus all 
grades averaged $53.52 per head against 
$50.33 for the Herefords and $44.84 for the 
Shorthorns. 

I believe we have fallen down badly on 
the commercial end of our business. I be- 
believe our main promotional and publicity 
efforts should be devoted to this end. The 
Officers and Directors of your Association 
are in hearty agreement. Steps have al- 
ready been taken and others are under con- 
sideration. You can help by supplying the 
right kind of bulls. You can help by giving 
us the benefit of your ideas and experience. 


Aberdeen-Angus 
Cross proved Superior 


In the 1944 report of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry results are cited which 
show that crossbreeding increases steer 
gains and carcass quality. Studies at 
the U. S. Range Live Stock Experiment 
Station at Miles City, Montana, showed 
that the first-cross Shorthorn X Here- 
ford steers made 70 pounds more feed- 
lot gain than the Herefords. As the 
carcass grades were essentially the 
same for the two groups, the increased 
weight of the crossbreds resulted in 
greater financial returns. In both car- 
cass grade and gains in the feed lot, 
the second-cross steers (Aberdeen-An- 
gus X Shorthorn-Hereford) were su- | 
perior to either the first cross or the | 
Hereford steers. . .

ble and only a few persons working in any 
of the fields. This is wheat country and is 
so large that there does not seem to be any 
means of cultivating all of it 
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in any one year. Alternate 
fields were under cultivation, 
strip farming was in order 
and I do not think there is 
enough machinery available 
to put it all under the plow, 
even in years when labor is 
available. 

This last leg of the Denver 
trip was directly headon 
towards the. Continental Di- 
vide at a point just a few 
miles north of Pikes Peak. 
For more than three hundred 
miles the landscape appears 
to be table top level with 
only a very few rolling hills 
noticed as Denver draws near. 
However, in this distance the 
level of the land is constant- 
ly on the upgrade, with a 
change from Tulsa at six

This is the trip from start to finish 
from Webster City south, over a 
corner of Missouri, over eastern 
Kansas to Tulsa; then to Denver, 
passing over a part of the vast 
wheat fields of Kansas; then from 
Denver back to the starting point. 
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the Airport, since it did not rain in the city. 

It was about seven o’clock Sunday even- 
ing, July 8th, when I called Mr. Jack C. 
Pritchard, secretary of Painter Hereford 
Company and in a very few minutes was in 
his car and headed for dinner. This even- 
ing was spent in discussing the great need 
for promotion of the commercial use of 
Aberdeen-Angus in the Western area and 
I asked the question that has often been 
asked by many breeders, “Why are Painter’s 
buying Aberdeen-Angus?”, and this is the 
story as told me by Mr. Pritchard. 


“We, of the Painter Hereford organiza- 
tion, have had the question asked of us 
from Illinois to California and. from Mon- 
tana to Arizona. Many of our questioners 


shave been congratulatory, some have been 


inspired from pity, others have been frank 
with profanity. We have phrased our 
answers in many ways—usually depending 
upon our opinion of the other man’s attitude. 
The simple truth of the matter is that we 
believe that the blacks are good cattle and 
we intend to keep our Company in the posi- 
tion it has held for so many years—in the 
business of handling good cattle. 

“In the early days of the West, when 4 
man’s range was limited only by his owner- 
ship or control of watering places, various 
Painter brothers homesteaded, purchased, 
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heifers being fitted for show and sale at 
one ry - Part of the 2/2 breeding herd, these 
cows purchased at auction this past season. 


leased and in other ways acquired the use 
of considerable lands surrounding the pres- 
ent town of Roggen, Colorado. They 
brought with them, from England, a love of 
live stock and a profound belief that cow 
was given to man for the purpose of making 
beef. They had learned from their own ex- 
perience that the better the cow the better 
the beef and they fitted that knowledge to 
their business and to the economy of the 
times in which they lived. Those were the 
days when meat was purchased for the fam- 
ily (and the family’s friends), without OPA 
restrictions or the housewife’s desire for a 
half-pound steak or a three-rib roast. Grass 
was cheap and steers were grown out into 
three, four and five-year-olds and went over 
the scales in high, grass-fat weights. Those 
were the days when the Painters began to 
make cattle history in beef production. They 
were proud of their practice of ‘They make 
good or we do’, as We are of that slogan 
today. aes ’ 

“Those of us who live in the mountain 
range country have seen times and cattle 
change. Grass has become restricted by 
settlement and farming and made expen- 
sive by taxation. Famous old ranches are 
being broken up and divided among new 
owners of different experiences and prac- 
tices—and we should well mark the fact 
that that break-up is on the increase. Feed- 
lots and feeders, with their rapidity of pro- 
duction have remarkably shortened the life 
of the beef animal. 

“We believe that today there exists no 
single ‘good practice’ or ‘best type’ or ‘best 
breed’ in range beef production. We believe 
that operations must be fitted to the market 
available to the individual breeder. We 
believe that a range type or breed of great- 
est value to one buyer might be a serious 
mistake for another who would be operating 
under different conditions. Therefore; we 
would recommend Aberdeen-Angus to a 
breeder using the ‘open’ range if the other 
owners using the same range were running 
Aberdeen-Angus. We believe, however, that 
the blacks should receive the serious con- 
sideration of all new operations or of live- 
stockmen who plan to change their breed. 

“Among many breeds found on the West- 
em range, pink-eye and cancer-eye is all too 
common. The Aberdeen-Angus seem not to 
be seriously affected. The polled character- 
istic of the Aberdeen-Angus yields definite 
and considerable advantage in the feed-lot 
and this point is one to which the most 
ardent supporters of other breeds agree. 

“Most of our range operators plan to have 
their calves dropped during the months of 
March, April and May. During that season, 
we are subject. to late snow storms that 
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often leave two to three feet of cover over 
the ground. Shelter for calving cows, if 
any, is limited to wind breaks and the bright 
sunlight of the days following the storm 
so snow burns a white-skinned udder to 
such an extent as to make the cow refuse 
her calf and furnishes plenty of trouble to 
the cowboy who has to milk out a wild one 
at the end of his rope. Again, the blacks 
are not so affected. 

“The small size and ease of delivery of 
the Aberdeen-Angus calf should be of inter- 
est to every range man as should the com- 
parative longevity of the cow and her con- 
sequent higher production potential. So, 
we think that Aberdeen-Angus are good 
cattle. We believe that they, and their pres- 
ent owners, have an outstanding opportun- 
ity at this time and we want to share in that 
opportunity. We mean to bid for our share 
by owning and selling registered replace- 
ment females and bulls suited, not only by 
pedigree, but with the conformation for 
range work. 

“We do not subscribe to the theory that 
because a cow or a man descends from a 
‘good family’ she or he must be of good 
quality. We know from our past experiences 
that heritage is of great value, but we also 
know that it takes plenty of leg under each 
of the four corners, plenty of bone and good 
scale to permit an animal to walk miles each 
day on a Western range between its feed 
and water and still make good beef. Aber- 
deen-Angus shippers from other sections 
have proved the point that this territory 
must have a rugged and quick-fleshing type 
of the breed. 

“We mean to bid again for our share of a 
golden opportunity for Aberdeen-Angus by 
the establishment and operation of a com- 
mercial grade herd and in assistance to 
others of our Western friends who plan the 
same. We believe that too little thought 


and attention has been paid to the import- 
ance of establishing a maximum population

.... Lo French Beet Producers 


Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeder announces Plans for Establishing 
Superior Beef Producing Herds on the Continent of Europe..... 


HROUGH the initiative of Leon Cot- 
nareanu, famous American perfume 


manufacturer and breeder of pure bred 


blacks, a foundation herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus will be shipped to France as soon as 
conditions permit, to form the nucleus of a 
new industry in that war torn land. 

The people of France, lovers of delectable 
foods, are to have the opportunity of ex- 
periencing a new taste thrill—Aberdeen- 
Angus steaks. Although the French are 
famous for quality in production, they nev- 
er have, and they never will, go into com- 
petition on the principle of mass produc- 
tion. This applies to the products of the 
soil as well as to the products of manufac- 
turers. Therefore, it is appropriate to think 
now of introducing the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in France as a type of beef of the 
choicest quality. 

The reason why there have never been 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle before in France is 
that the economic basis of agriculture and 
animal husbandry was such that breeders 
could not afford to pay the high prices that 
the black cattle fetch in competition with 
Americans, South Americans, etc. Howev- 
er, if a start is made, Mr. Cotnareanu 
thinks that once the initial handicap of the 
first investment is levelled out, the breeders 
will come to it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cotnareanu, owners of the 
beautiful Le Baron Farms at Warrenton, 
Virginia, announce that they intend to in- 
troduce this breed into France by a first 
shipment which will consist of a herd of be- 
tween fifty and sixty heifers and two or 
three bulls. These will go from the Vir- 
ginia estate to the Cotnareanu farm at Ben- 
arville, Normandy. 

Although Normandy is a milk and cheese 
section of France (and a country of small 
farms only), Mr. Cotnareanu will take this 
first herd to his Normandy farm. He pre-

dicts that Aberdeen-Angus beef animals 
will thrive lustily on the rich green pastures 
of that section and become very popular 


with the French cattle raisers. 


At the same time the Le Baron owners 


will give three pure bred black bulls to pro- 


ducers of beef in the central sections of 


France for the purpose of crossing with lo- 
cal beef tvpes. These include the Nivernais 
and the Charrolais species, both of which 
are horned animals.

“Imagine their surprise when th 
beautiful black, hornless calves pod ¥ 
mothers with horns and colored somewhat 
as is a Guernsey,” the Virginia breeder re. 
marked in announcing his plans. “You may 
be sure that the event will cause much ex. 
cited discussion among the French farmers 
and breeders.” 

In order that the herd will receive the 
best of care, Mr. Cotnareanu is arranging 
for a French herdsman to come to this 
country to become acquainted with the Bon- 
nie Blacks before they are sent abroad. Mr, 
Cotnareanu plans to be on hand when his 
animals arrive in Normandy. “I want to 
see the surprised look on my blacks’ faces 
when they eat their first mouthful of that 
lush grass over there. They are certain to 
love it,” he explained. 

The plan is no experiment. It is inspired 
by the genuine desire of an expert to help 
the French beef raisers in recovering from 
the depredations caused by the Nazi ocecu- 
pation. The quality of the herds at Le 
Baron Farms is ample evidence of the skill 
of this widely known breeder in getting re- 
sults. 

“These will be good animals that we send 
to France,” Mr. Cotnareanu explains. “Of 
course they will not all be grand champions 
but neither will they be culls. Our choice 
will insure a foundation herd capable of 
achieving excellent results.” 

Mr. Cotnareanu, who was honored in the 
last war when France bestowed the Legion 
d’Honneur upon him, established his breed- 
ing activities at Le Baron, with Dave Suth- 
erland as his manager, and is destined to 
collect many new honors and ribbons as a 
result of his careful and wise breeding. He 
considers Dave to be one of the: most suc- 
cessful breeders in this country and is hap- 
py in his association with him.

There was no International show held 
during the years 1914 and 1915, 
and we don’t find another record of 
the Barbaras until 1917, when 
Queen of Rosemere 5th wins the 
junior champion title, and her sire 
is Barbarian of Rosemere, out of 
Barbara of Rosemere 5th. 

In 1918, Bar Marshall is award- 
ed the junior championship. He is 
sired by Earl Marshall, out of 
Barbara McHenry 33d. In 1922, he 
comes back to Chicago to win the 
grand champion rosette. And in 
that same year, Barbara of Rose- 
mere 33d, sired by Meraman of 
Tierra Alta, out of Barbara of 
Rosemere, is given the junior 
championship purple. This Barbara 
of Rosemere is evidently the found- 
er of the famous Rosemere strain. 
Her sire is Glenfoil Thickset 2d 
88142, who won junior champion- 
ship in 1906, and the grand cham- 
pionship in 1907, 1908, and 1909, 
the only bull to ever attain such a 
record, and her dam, Barbara Mc-

ers’ Association may be comparatively 

small in numbers but the recent Field 
Day sponsored by our organization proved 
that our members are of great determina- 
tion. 

This was expressed in their enthusiasm 
for fostering those ideals so well phrased by 
Mr. William G. Mennen, President of the 
New Jersey Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, who sums up the objectives of a 
Field Day as being designed to “gain a bet- 
ter understanding and a more liberal educa- 
tion of what good Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing should be and to seek standards which 
we should seek to attain.” 


This year’s event was conducted at two 
prominent New Jersey breeding farms—the 
morning session at White Gates, owned by 
Mr. Eugene K. Denton, vice-president of our 
Association and the afternoon program be- 
ing moved a few miles to Hideaway Farms, 
owned by Mr. Mennen. 


A distinguished group of breeders, pros- 
pective breeders and guests from seven 
states attended the demonstrations. An in- 
novation was noticeable when several prom- 
inent breeders made it a duty to circulate 
among the guests for the purpose of ans- 
wering questions and offering technical ad- 
vice. Among these were Mr. W. Alan Mc- 
Gregor, President of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association; Judge 
H. H. and Mrs. Hackney and Mr. John E. 
Postley. 

The Jersey Association was particularly 
fortunate in securing Mr. William M. (Bill) 
Barton, Field Representative of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal, to conduct’ these 
demonstrations. Guests were outspoken in 
their appreciation of his forceful explana- 
tions and clear cut demonstrations of what 
the packer considers the ideal carcass, with 
its larger percentage of desirable cuts. 

The morning session was launched when 
Mr. Mennen, as chairman, informally and 
very warmly introduced and greeted visit- 
ing breeders, officials and guests. He then 
presented Mr. Barton. 

“Bill”, who has earned the reputation of 
being one of America’s foremost judges of 
beef animals, quickly showed why he is thus 
designated. Even laymen, who had not the 
slightest idea of from where a certain steak 
might emanate, went away with a clear 
picture of why beef animals are bred to a 
specific type. Mr. Barton first demonstrat- 
ed heifers in which he used Hother’s Black 
Beauty and Good Hope Eline 3d, after which 
he asked Mr. McGregor to supplement his 
remarks. This, the Association president 
did, confirming the judgment of the demon- 
strator. 

For his “judging school,” Mr. Barton had 
a class of heifers brought into the paddock. 
These included Ankony Maryland, Hother’s 
Eloquent Lassie, Barbara of Wilton 7th and 
Blackcap of White Gates. After discoursing 
on the merits and faults of these animals, 
he passed score cards among the guests and 
invited them to judge the class. As evi- 
dence of the efficacy of this method, a sur- 
prisingly large number of visitors picked the 
placements according to the judge’s selec- 
tions. Later the gallery judged four young 
heifers. 

It was remarked during these demonstra- 
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tions of type that Mr. Barton was equally 
unbiased in pointing out the shortcomings 
as well as the strong features in animals, 
several of which have won honors of con- 
siderable importance. He explained this by 
saying: 


“There is no perfect beef animal. We 
seek to demonstrate this by showing 
where these fine blacks fall short— 
often by the merest fractions—of being 
perfect. In these demonstrations we 
face facts and owners unselfishly real- 
ize that we will pick their valuable ani- 
mals to pieces, yet, that is precisely 
why we are making progress toward the 
perfect type.” 


After the demonstrations the guests made 
a tour of White Gates plant, inspecting the 
various animals of Mr. Denton’s splendid 
herd, finally stopping at a pasture where 
Pride Eric of White Gates calmly posed for 
observance. It was announced at this junc- 
ture that this good bull had been purchased 
by Mr. and Mrs. Edward T. Clark, of Hal- 
cyon Farm, Goshen, New York. Whereupon 
the new owners were compelled to take a 
bow. 

At noon the party was moved to a cool 
woods, adjacent to the Denton home where 
the formal part of the program was given. 
This was featured by a comprehensive 
analysis of grasses grown for feeding beef 
and dairy cattle by Prof. Gilbert H. Ahl- 
gren, Agronomist of Rutgers University. 
Also presented were C. B. Bender, H. T. 
Metzger, W. H. Martin and George Vander 
Noot, of Rutgers Agricultural Extension De- 
partment. Representing the New Jersey 
State Department of Agriculture were W. 
H. Allen and R. A. Hendershot. 


Upon completion of the educational feat- 
ures, Mrs. Eugene J. Denton took over in 
her customary manner and the barbecue 
was on. This writer has no diabolical de- 
sire to cause mouths to water, so he will 
state without further fol-de-rol that the 
food was downright swell and everybody 
relished same. 

From the barbecue park the entire Field 
Day moved a few miles to Hideaway Farm 
where Mr. Mennen was host. of the matinee 
session. 

Mr. Barton then took up the importance 
of sires in the production of beef. For his 
demonstration he used Hideaway Bandolier 
9th and Ravenswood Eric. The former ani- 
mal is considered by many authorities to be 
the better bull but comparisons of the two 
were not made. Ravenswood Eric is a full 
brother of Ravenswood Pride Erie for which 
Cold Saturday farm paid $25,000.00. 


The entire lineage of these two bulls was 
traced by Mr. Barton in bringing out the 
importance of the sire on the entire future 
of the Aberdeen-Angus industry. 


“One must bear in mind constantly,” 


he said, “that the heifer merely pro- 
duces a family but the bull sires your 
entire herd.” 


For judging, three young bulls of the 
Mennen herd were led to the paddock. These 
were Hideaway Pride Eric, son of Ravens- 
wood Pride Eric; Hideaway Prince, sired by

Not’ onle 
were those present permitted to hear an 
eminent authority explain what breeders 
are seeking to achieve with the Blacks, but 
it had been arranged that several potential 
breeders could profit by the demonstrations, 
They saw a magnificent exhibition with no 
punches pulled. They asked questions and 
received intelligent, enthusiastic replies, 
They saw some beautiful Aberdeen-Angus 
animals and it is predicted that they will 
select our breed for their activities. Surely 
this should be a valuable phase of any Field 
Day—selling Aberdeen-Angus.

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Some Ordinary Feeding

off to pencil a piece about feeds and 

feeding but I have been a little busy 
catching up on my deep thinking and any- 
way being no Morrison I had to review the 
literature as the educated boys would say 
in order to freshen up on such things as 
when is an oat an oat or which is supposed 
to be best for a cow, grass or distiller’s 
slop. 

Back in the good old days a cow’s menu 
consisted of whatever you happened to have 
on hand at the time, like corn fodder, rough 
hay, shucks, ete., and she either spanned 
the winter on this or else pooped out about 
March and made room for the more rugged 
individuals, the owner didn’t seem to mind 
much either way. An old cow in those days 
was worth anywhere from a dollar ninety- 
eight to another acre of land and a fifty 
percent calf crop was considered pretty fair, 
what with the scours and all. 

Anyone who pretended to be even a half- 
way cowman was so-called because he didn’t 
even know how many he owned anyhow and 
unless he had grass rights on several thous- 
and acres he was just piddlin’ around. If 
he got the herd through the winter without 
any getting on the lift or freezing to death 
he’d done right well and losing a dozen or 
so calves was just one of those, what-the 
hell-so-many less-to-graze, things. 

The way to judge a good cow brute was 
to find out how much she could do without 
the year ’round and still come leadin’ a 
fairly to medium bull calf in at the fall 
round up. Chop feeding a calf while he was 
still nursing was considered gross extrava- 
gance. The coyotes got their share, so’d 
the screw worms, and some just died—the 
scholars not having identified blackleg and 
the like at the time. The words “herd sire” 
had not been coined, the head man being 
known as a bull or cow-freshener and he 
stood the grind like all the rest plus having 
to fight for his parental rights. 

You rode in to the court house late in 
the fall and settled the tax bill with the 
clerk without feeling you’d established an- 
other government agency and on the same 
trip you bought the kids their winter draw- 
ers, shoes, and the old lady a new dress. If 
the grass petered out where you were, you 
simply leased some more cheap, bought an- 
other section or so, or homesteaded what- 
ever else you needed. 

It’s not like that any more. 

People got to buying up the land, build- 
ing towns, filling stations, or sock factories 
all over the place. In a lot of sections the 
grass fizzled out and in other places the 
folks fell to raising cotton or soya beans 
as some of the boys will say. All of which 
meant that land got to costing so much 
that a cowman coudn’t stay in the business 
by sheer numbers alone. Taxes got to be 
quite an item on account of a lot of people 
hired out to the government—the prevail- 
ing wage being right steep. Then too, war 
got down to a right nasty, bloody, expensive 
and professional thing instead of a sort of 
amateurish game like back in the old days. 
All of these things had to be paid for out 
of the public pocketbook which meant that 
each and every citizen had to be levied on 
for his share in order to meet the bills. 

I brought this all up just to prove what 
you already know which is, that the over- 
head cost of raising beef is so much higher 


Beer quite a spell now I have been layin’ 
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now-a-days than was true a few years back, 
that anyone wishing to stay in the game 
can’t afford to dilly-dally around in a half- 
baked way. You’ve got to produce beef in 
a hurry and you can’t unless you know 
about feeds and how to go about using 
them. 

In the old days the boys fed by ear and 
a balanced ration was equal parts of every- 
thing on the place, the proper amount being 
about what you thought they’d clean up. 
You can hardly get by with it this way to- 
day—not that feeding is or should be a 
complicated mess—but instead unlimited 
use of common sense is needed, plus a fair 
knowledge of balancing the cow’s menu. 
I’ve an idea the greatest feeding mistake 
is as it has always been, feeding too little. 


I suppose enough has been written about 
cattle feeding to fill the Congressional lib- 
rary and still leave space for Bilbo’s and 
Huey Long’s speeches. Some of it is right 
good but some is poppycock so I have read 
and then re-read every last word of this lit- 
erature and have condensed it into a very 
compact home-study course whcih I present 
herewith for better or worse. This is meant 
only for the bush leaguers, you might say, 
as you big league boys already know all this 
and then,.some. 

Of course I should repeat first what has 
been said so many, many times, “don’t ex- 
pect to get good results with ornery cattle 
even though you should know everything 
about feeding.” 

Spring, summer, and fall feeding of beef 
cattle is simple. First, get yourself some 
good pasture, then turn the cattle out, visit 
them every day or so to see that they have 
salt and that the water’s good, that none 
are under the weather and all that. If you 
don’t have good pasture then get some or 
get out of the beef business in the summer. 


CREEP FEEDING CALVES. 

In my opinion it will always pay in a pure 
bred herd. In the East, I believe, it will 
pay with most commercial breeding herds. 
It’s very little trouble. You just fix a place, 
near the watering or other hang-out place, 
made so’s the calves can get in but the cows 
can’t. Then you put a covered feeder in- 
side this creep and keep it filled with a feed 
mix something like this: 


For pure bred calves or others to be used 
for breeding stock: 


400 pounds cracked corn or barley. 

200 pounds oats. 

100 pounds protein supplement. 

For commercial calves: 

500 pounds corn or barley. 

100 pounds protein supplement. 

I don’t know that the above will be a 
great deal of help, but you can read all the 
literature and that’s about what it all boils 
down to with slight variations. On pasture 
land deficient in minerals a mineral mixture 
is advantageous. I’d recommend four parts 
ground limestone, two parts steamed bone 
meal, and one part salt, fed free choice. 

Naturally the smart cattleman will have 
something provided in case of severe 
drouth, but I doubt the wisdom of depend- 
ing on temporary pasture to a great extent 
for beef production. 

In the winter time, the feeding problem 
becomes more complicated but far from im- 
possible. I would recommend: 


FOR OPEN HEIFERS TO GO IN THE 
BREEDING HERD. 


Grain Mixture: Corn or barley 400 pounds; 
Oats 100 pounds to 200 pounds; Protein 
supplement 100 pounds. 

Ration 1—Legume hay: 1 pound for each 
100 pounds body weight; Grain Mix- 
ture: 1 pound for each 100 pounds of 
body weight. 

Ration 2—Silage 2 to 3 pounds per 100 
pounds body weight; Legume hay: 1 
pound per 100 pounds body weight. 

Ration 3—Silage: 2 to 3 pounds per 100 
pounds body weight; Grain Mixture: 1 
pound per 100 pounds body weight; 
Protein supplement: 1 pound per head 
daily. 

Also: Good fresh water, ample salt, a 
mineral mixture, free choice, and protection 
from cold rain and snow but no tight barn. 


FOR GROWING BULLS 


Use rations as recommended for heifers 
except increase the grain to 142 pounds per 
100 pounds body weight. 


FOR ANIMALS BEING FLESHED 
FOR A PUBLIC SALE. 


Always use grain in the ration and give 
them all they’ll take. 


FOR SHOW ANIMALS 


Ask someone who does it successfully, it’s 
an art.

Blood Li Ne S and the Individual 


Is the FAMILY GREATER than the /ndividual? 
Many people have gone broke in the Cattle Busi- 
ness breeding pedigrees; but few by breeding Cattle

It might be stated here that after nearly 
two decades of being intimately involved 
in the management of and planning for a 
pure bred herd the writer herewith states 
that there can be an absorbing interest for 
both a man AND his wife. The keeping of 
purebred records for instance, is interesting 
and exacting work. NO mistakes can be 
written off, so none must occur. 

Showing cattle brings so much mutual 
pleasure. Attending sales and deciding in 
the barn which one to take home and at 
what price is most fascinating. The con- 
tacts made at these gatherings are all a 
pleasure for the woman as well as the man. 
There is always something to be learned 
and at all gatherings the cattle minded 
woman or man can pick up a new idea 
which, taken home and adapted to condi- 
tions there. will prove useful. 

There are many aspects which both men 
and women enjoy in the live stock business, 
perhaps in slightly different ways. Ming- 
ling with people from other sections of the 
country and visiting these other sections, 
learning other customs and ways of doing 
things. Though this is the United States 
of America with a common language, sec- 
tionally there are differences as pronounc- 
ed as travelling over European frontiers. A 


blood of the named family flows through 
the veins of the animal. Many times the 
top line of the beast selling and that of its 
dam carry the names of little known and 
inferior animals, but there is the bottom 
line taking the eye of the buyer. 

Too often this buyer is newly interested 
in the Aberdeen-Angus business and hav- 
ing been told that certain families are good 
producers and popular, he naturally wants 
such blood in his foundation. He is too 
new, however, to have acquaintance with 
names of desirable forbears close up to sup- 
port the original strain and too new also 
to recognize the desirable individual. Many 
a fine individual, with animals of good show 
yard record close in the pedigree, goes 
through the sales ring at much less than 
its value because, although of good sound 
pean it is not the widely touted fam- 
ilies. 

Almost every breeder newly started in 
the breeding business will find to his amaze- 
ment that some heifer which he has acquir- 
ed and been asking “Why?” ever since, is 
one of the best and most consistent pro- 
ducers of his herd, while one of his “good” 
cows has bull calves which are consistently 
steered and heifer calves which he is not 
at all proud to point out. He commences by 


the pedigree and he suddenly finds that the 
less “fashionably bred” heifer has a good 
pedigree from the show yard record of 
those close up, while the “fashionably bred” 
cow has nothing much to recommend her in 


that respect but her great-great-great 
grandparents, and the old souls have be- 
come too weak to carry on. 

It has been said by a sagacious old herds- 
man that “many people have gone broke in 
the cattle business by breeding pedigrees 
but very few by breeding cattle”. There is 
no doubt of the greatness of the old foun- 
dation families in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed, but the fact is that in many instances 
the blood has been so sullied by very in- 
ferior bulls that the tag of Erica, Black- 
cap, etc., has very little meaning. 

That in selecting animals for a perma- 
nent breeding herd it is well to have good 
blood lines all will agree, but it is even bet- 
ter to combine the good blood lines and the 
individual. It is not safe to depend wholly 
on family for, even though the catalog 
states the heifer is a “McHenry Barbara”, 
one may find on close inspection that she 
has descended a long way indeed from Bar- 
barity 2d and her famous progeny. There 
has been too much mediocre blood infused 
for the very small fraction of the named 
blood line to be of much benefit to the in- 
dividual. Where the blood has been sup- 
ported and complimented by individuals of 
good producing, and/or good show yard rec- 
ords, the chances for the heifer’s future suc- 
cess aS a producer are much enhanced. 
Where the blood has been thinned and 
weakened by an infusion of just “papered 
animals” and little or nothing is known of 
these individuals, the chances for decided 
faults having become set and producing on 
are very good indeed. 

An old race horse man once said in the 
writer’s presence “take two that can run 
good and mate ’em, I don’t care what un- 
soundness or blemishes they have—you’ll 
get one that can go.” But this proves to be 
rather a sad theory as unsoundness of the 
parents appears in the offspring which 
often may have the will to run but not the 
legs with which to do it. The same applies 
to cattle. You can breed pedigrees and it 
is fine, a lovely piece of paper to admire, 
but if the pedigree is not backed up by two 
reasonably good individuals, the calf will 
not be nearly as attractive as the piece of 
paper. 

There is no greater satisfaction to the 
conscientious breeder than to hear from a 
satisfied purchaser that the animal pur- 
chased is one of the best in his herd. He 
— look upon his work and find it 
good. 
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s A Great Future for the Blacks 
Shelby County (Tennessee) Penal Farm Points

ROM days before the Civil War, the 
P deep South has relied primarily upon 

cotton for its livelihood. It followed 
this course, because cotton was well adapted 
to Southern climate and soil; also because 
it was an outlet for cheap lebor and 
small capital. For these many years, 
we have gone along with the same 
methods until today, when we find 
ourselves with badly eroded and de- 
pleted soil. 

Faced with the competition of 
mechanized equipment, that can be 
operated successfully only on fairly 
level land, and realizing that there is 
enough level land in this area and 
other sections to produce all our cot- 
ton requirements, the hill farmer is 
turning to new usages for his land 
and his energies. Mister Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeder, are you aware of the 
tremendous outlet for our breed in 
this area? 

Here at the Shelby County Penal 
Farm we have an elaborate layout, created 
to provide a variety of employment, so that 
the men confined to our keeping can be 
properly placed to learn some gainful way 
of making a living upon their release. We 
would not have you believe that we have

forgotten our objective, for we think we 
have the best training program of any 
prison anywhere. But some times, by-prod-

We believe that 
such a thing has happened at the Shelby 
County Penal Farm, because of the influ- 
ence that it is having on Southern Agricul- 
ture. It has become a meeting place for 
local farmers.

relationship with the University of Ten- 
nessee College of Agriculture and the exten- 
sion forces for the Tri-State area. It is the 
meeting place of all agricultural interests 
of the southeastern states. It is frequently 

~ visited by officials from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of Washington. 
Visitors to the farm average more 
than twenty-five daily. 

On these 5017 acres there are 200 
head of the finest Jersey cattle in 
the world; 6000 head of hogs; 200 
head of registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle; sixty head of registered 
Herefords; 600 head of grade Here- 
fords; 200 head of grade Aberdeen- 


With the exception of 150 acres de- 
voted to small truck, the entire farm 
is devoted to a pasture and feed pro- 
ducing program, with emphasis on 
good pastures. We do not believe 
there is any section in this country 
where pastures can be developed to 
the extent they can be in this area. With 
the use of a variety of grasses and clovers 
namely, Ladino clover, white Dutch, orcha 
grass, Dallas grass, herds grass, rye grass, 
crimson clover and lespedeza, we can have 
a twelve months pasture program; and with 
the use of these grasses and clovers we can 
develop pastures that can carry two cows 
per acre the entire year. 
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Angus; and 150 head of work stock. 
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With an extensive cover crop program to 
supplement the pasture program, we are 
planning this year to carry more than one 
thousand head of live stock through the 
winter without dry feed or silage. _ 

This farm is advocating the position that 
live stock exists only for the purpose of 
marketing in the form of milk or meat 
which the farm produces; and that the farm 
income and productivity of the soil will be 
greatly increased with this system of opera- 
tion year after year. 

A few years ago, we started our beef cat- 
tle program with sizable commercial herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford, and small 
registered herds of both breeds. You people 
who have been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle a long time say that you like them 
because they have no horns, because they 
dress out a higher percentage of meat than 
any other breed, because of their good feed- 
ing qualities, because of their uniformity in 
type and color, because they produce more 
milk for their calves, because of their abil- 
ity to adapt themselves to all climatic con- 
ditions, because they are bothered. less with 
pink eye, and because of many pet theories 
and ideas that you as individuals have; but 
we here at the Shelby County Penal Farm 
like Aberdeen-Angus better because we have 
fed, pastured, housed and treated grades and 
pure breds of both breeds alike, and for a 
long enough time that we are convinced 
that there are more pounds of meat to be 
had under similar conditions with black cat- 
tle. 

After reaching this conclusion, we decid- 
ed to build our Aberdeen-Angus herd over 
a period of years to where we will have no 
beef cattle on this farm except Aberdeen- 
Angus. In the beginning, the mistake was 
made here that is so often made, in that the 

first animals we purchased were not top 
quality; but during the last two years we 
have added to our herd top animals of the 
best blood lines of the breed; and with the 
four outstanding young bulls we have, there 
is on this farm foundation stock which we 
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believe will go along, develop and pro- 
duce to where in a few years Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle at the penal farm will be as 
well known as our present Jersey pro- 
gram is. 

We believe that there should be more

Longevity is a priceless asset in any herd; buyers of 
Aberdeen-Angus, especially of the more valuable 
animals, are assured that the useful production of 
the Blachs is greater. than that of any other Beef Breed.

AM convinced that we who breed Aber- 
i] deen-Angus cattle have never given 

enough stress to the longevity of these 
superior animals. A prominent range man 
recently said to me: “Dick, there is not 
enough evidence published concerning the 
longevity of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
Most of us know that the breed is exception- 
ally long lived and that many herds contain 
not one, but several animals that have pass- 
ed the twelve year mark. Twelve years is 
a long time for any range animal to live. 
Most of the cows of the other breeds have 
passed from the breeding pens into the 
hands of the packer by the time they are ten 
years old.” Alright, we know that the 
Blacks DO live the longest, so let’s do some- 
thing about it—tell the wide world, includ- 
ing prospective new breeders. 

I have seen cows that have turned gray 
with age, having passed the twenty year 
mark, yet they were safe in calf. Their 
owners had not the slightest fear but that 
they would carry the calf and make a nor- 
mal delivery. 

Many of you have seen old females sell at 
auction or heard of them being sold at pri- 
vate treaty. The first instance that. comes 
to mind was at the Congdon and Battles dis- 
persion sale, June 20-21, 1938. I recall that 
two 17-year old cows were sold, the oldest 
being an April 28, 1921, daughter of Mera- 
man of Tierra Alta, that sold with a splen- 
did bull calf at foot by Eileenmere 157th. 
This venerable matron was purchased by 
Robin Spence, Crab Orchard, Nebraska, for 
$825.00. Quite a price for a cow of that age 
back in 1988. 

A more recent purchase of an elderly ma- 
tron was made privately, in my presence, at 
Imboden, Arkansas, following the 1943 
Arkansas State Sale at the L. A. Sloan 
farm. Two Blackcap Bessie heifers sold in 
that event. John Gerber, Arlington, Ten- 
nessee, purchased one of these heifers and 
Frank W. Whitehead, of Kahoka, Missouri, 
secured the other. Both traced to Blackcap 
Glencarnock 8th 438140, a September 1, 
1924, daughter of Faultless Pass and she a 
granddaughter of Blackcap Bessie of Page. 
She happened to be the mother of Black 
Peer of St. Albans, the sire of Black Prince 
of Sunbeam and she was standing in the 
pasture with another fine heifer calf by her 


side. 

Mr. Whitehead convinced Lucien, (I don’t 
know how he did it), that he should part with 
this grand old breeding cow, and for some 
unknown reason (perhaps he felt sorry for 
a Missourian who’d strayed down into 
Arkansas or the fact that Frank had to 
sleep with me in one lower during the trip) 
he consented to sell her and also that splen- 
did heifer calf at her side. 

At the time of that sale Blackcap Glen- 
carnock 8th was a youngster of nineteen 
summers, yet looking capable of producing 
at least one more calf. Just what she has 
anger has not been reported to me yet 

ut she has a farsighted owner who placed 
her in a herd with an enviable record and

any calves that she does produce should be 
worth small fortunes. 

Another sale held recently that offered a 
number of the older matrons was_ the 
HARTLEY STOCK FARM DISPERSION, 
Friday, June 8, 1945. Eleven head of fe- 
males over ten years of age brought a total 
of $10,750.00 for an average price of 
$977.29. The oldest cow was eighteen years 
old and brought $1,100.00; a fifteen year old 
brought $1,050.00; a fourteen year old 
brought $2,000.00; a thirteen year old 
brought $2,600.00 and a ten year old an even 
$1,000.00. The average age of the eleven 
females was thirteen years. 

We know that many herds contain several 
old females and that they are actually good 
producers or they would not be left in pro- 
duction for such a long period of time.

That Aberdeen-Angus cattle liv 
and are the greatest producers of ne 
breed is further substantiated by a recent 
report just received by the Association from 
+d College of Agriculture at Davis, Cali- 
ornia. 


Professors Hart, Wagoner and Gilbert in 
concluding a report which is carried in the 
Association section, point out the records of 
several Aberdeen-Angus matrons, as “typi- 
cal example of the longevity of the Blacks,” 

“Of seven cows kept at. the Davis farm,” 
the report states, “one cow has a record of 
sixteen calves in twenty years; another 
fifteen calves in nineteen years; another 
fifteen calves in seventeen years; two have 
produced fourteen in seventeen years: 
twelve in sixteen years and twelve in fifteen 
years respectively.” 


The California study is representative and 
authentic. It was not reported as being 
important news, merely a concluding para- 
graph in a general story.

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tle, swine and fowl—less frequently 
horses—due to the consumption of the 
fungus ergot growing on rye and sometimes 
on other grasses. Rabbits, dogs and cats 

are seldom affected. é 

Ergot—the old German name is mutter- 
korn (“mother corn”)—is the resting stage 
of a parasitic fungus which 
infects the flower of the rye 
plant in particular and oc- 
casionally wheat, oats, bar- 
ley, and other cereals. In 
this infection ergot, in the 
form of hard dark brown or 
nearly black filament masses, 
replaces the kernels of the 
plant fruit, and appears in 
the form of somewhat curved 
rods, tapering towards both 
ends, varying from three- 
eighths to six-eighths or 
more in length and approxi- 
mately one-eighth inch in its 
greatest diameter. It breaks 
easily disclosing a white or 
pinkish interior. These hard 
kernels tide the fungus 
through the winter so that it 
is ready to repeat its life’s 
eycle in the spring. Ergot is 
produced Commercially in 
Poland and Russia, and in 
parts of Spain and Portugal. 
Its presence has been report- 
ed from many sections of the 
United States as an indigen- 
ous fungus. 

Various pharmaceutical 
preparations of ergot and of 
some of its active principles 
are extensively used in hu- 
man and animal medicine. It 
is the only fungus in general 
medicinal use in the greater 
group of vegetable drugs. It 
has a slow persistent action 
in causing contraction of the 
muscles of the uterus so that 
it is of value to assist by 
pressure on the capillaries of 
this organ in the control of 
bleeding following the sepa- 
ration of the fetel mem- 
branes. It produces contrac- 
tion also of capillaries in 
other parts of the body. 

There is some divergence 
of opinion among veterinar- 
ians about the poisonous or 
harmful effects of ergot upon grazing or 
grain-consuming animals. One explanation 
of this is the conditions under which it grew 
and the stage at which it was harvested. 
Its failure therefore to produce results in a 
given case cannot be accepted as disprov- 
ing its harmful properties. 

Also non-pregnant animals do not appear 
to suffer ill-effects from comparatively 
large doses of ergot. As an illustration of 
this as much as two pounds of it have been 
given to a horse over a period of four days 
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Fitec swine is an ailment affecting cat-

without noticeable illness. But when ergo- 
tized grasses or grains are consumed by 
stock for a prolonged period it accumulates 
in the tissues and its harmful effects— 
ergotism—result. 

Ergotism is characterized by sloughing of 
the extremities—lower portions of the 
limbs, end of the tail, tips of the ears and

others—because the fungus contracts the 
capillaries, and as the blood supply of the 
extremities under normal conditions is not 
too rich, the parts that should receive nour- 
ishment through these avenues undergo lo- 
cal starvation, or the veterinarian desig- 
nates it “dry gangrene”. Cold weather as- 
sists in this process, though ergotism is by 
no means uncommon during the warmer 
seasons. Other usually less _ noticeable

symptoms of ergotism are 
muscular twitching, convul- 
sions and paralysis. 

Abortion or _ premature 
birth of the young may also 
occur in ergotism, but is 
comparatively rare affecting 
most frequently only isolated 
animals. As a general rule 
when an abortion occurs in a 
herd it is best to regard it as 
being brucellosis ‘(Bang’s 
Abortion Disease) until its 
non-contagious nature has 
been demonstrated. To dis- 
regard this rule is to invite 
disaster. If by proven tests 
the non-contagious nature of 
the abortion has been estab- 
lished, then the previously 
set up quarantine procedures 
may be relaxed. 

There is no specific treat- 
ment for ergotism. The feed- 
ing or grazing of ergotized 
material must be discontin- 
ued as soon as its nature is 
recognized or suspected. The 
veterinarian should be called 
to prescribe for local and 
symptomatic handling of the 
patient. Threatened abortion 
because of ergotism is sel- 
dom recognized in time to 
stop it—in fact when it has 
reached the stage of recogni- 
tion, the unborn young is al- 
ready a “foreign body” as it 
were, and the veterinarian 
may judge it desirable for it 
to be removed rather than to 
attempt to retard its birth. 

Corn Smut found on the 
maize plant is a related fun- 
gus, and stock-raisers have 
ascribed to it harmful effects 
comparable to those observed 
in ergotism. 


————— 
ERGOT REPORTED 
IN STRAW 

It has just been reported 
to the JOURNAL that an Eastern breeder 
recently had discovered several animals in 
his herd which had been made violently sick 
by what is thought to have been ergot. 

It is believed that these animals absorbed 
ergot dust through the mucous mem- 
branes of the mouth and nostrils as they lay 
bedded down in rye straw which had been 
shipped in from the west. Little apprehen- 
sion should be felt by breeders as this case 
is the first reported to the JOURNAL and 
probably any danger is of little consequence. 
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FIELD STAFF 
CONFERENCE 


Members of the Association field staff 
met in Chicago July 10th and 11th for a 
general discussion of plans and problems 
for the coming year. A strong demand for 
breeding stock was reported, with the job 
of finding suitable supplies a major prob- 
lem, especially for western commercial 
herds. President W. Alan McGregor asked 
for special emphasis on a program of sav- 
ing commercial Aberdeen-Angus heifers for 
breeding herds, rather than letting them go 
into feed lots. 

A special effort to help new breeders with 
their problems was agreed upon, with the 
field staff making as many farm calls as 
possible. One of the jobs, on which special 
work will be done, is instruction and demon- 
stration of the proper procedure in tattoo- 
ing cattle. Fieldmen will also examine the 
tattoo identification on cattle offered at 
public auction. 

Programs for, and the work to be empha- 
sized in Type Demonstrations was another 
major point of discussion. A limited num- 
ber of Field Days and Type Demonstra- 
tions are scheduled for this summer, and 
many more would be held if it were not for 
the labor and travel situation. 

Locating good Aberdeen-Angus _ steers, 
and helping to get them in the hands of 
Club feeders and showmen, is a program 
which will be stressed during the coming 
year. Attending the conference were the 
field staff consisting of Al Severson, North- 
western states; Carl Oldsen, Western states 
and commercial; Bob Duprey, Central 
states; George Freeman, Southwestern 
area; Rae Ferrell, Southeastern states; Di- 
rectors Otto G. Nobis, Wayland Hopley 
and W. A. Rafferty; President W. Alan Mc- 
Gregor, and W. H. Tomhave and M. F. 
Grimes of the office.

Because of the current transportation dif- 
ficulties involved in assembling a represen- 
tative national group of cattle the fall Na- 
tional Angus Sale at Tulsa, Okla., has been 
postponed until 1946. Instead, the dates of 
October 16 and 17 will be used for a South- 
western Regional Angus Sale at Tulsa. 

The Southwestern Regional will offer 100 
head of cattle from herds in Oklahoma and 
nearby states. This sale will not tax pub- 
lic transportation as the cattle can be truck- 
ed by the breeders themselves, or by local 
haulers.

PICKING THEM 
IN THE ROUGH 


Picking good beef cattle in. the rough— 
off grass, without extra feed, and perhaps 
on the thin side—is the test of a real cattle 
judge. This is the way that the bulk of our 
feeder steers are picked for feedlot replace- 
ments. And not a few breeding cattle are 
selected the same way. But just how ef- 
ficient is this system of selection? Judging 
from work now being carried out at Kansas 
State college it can be rather accurate— 
provided the man doing the picking knows 
what to look for. 

The “hindsight” test at the Kansas school’ 
involves the selection, by eye appeal only, 
of 50 feeder steers of generally uniform 
appearance and breeding. These steers were 
further divided into five groups of 10 steers 
each. These steers were picked on the 
basis of what it was believed they would 
do in the feedlot, based on appearance only 
and not on measurements or weights. After 
168 days of feeding it was found that the 
original placings on the cattle carried 
through very well. Now they are being fed 
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on grass and will be marketed this fall, with 
a final check on weights, grade and dress- 
ing percentage when they are slaughtered. 

Points looked for in picking and sorting 
the steers originally were: capacity for feed 
as indicated by width and depth of the 
body; lung capacity as indicated by width 
and depth of the chest; health and vigor as 
shown by style and carriage, glossy hair 
and thrifty appearance; difference in heads 
indicating beef type and feeding ability— 
width and shortness of head and width of 
muzzle; natural fleshing as indicated by 
thickness of muscle; strength and form in- 
dicated by straightness of back, setting of 
the legs, and size of bone. 


Each group of 10 steers was divided into 
two groups of five—the five which it was 
believed would make the best progress on 
feed and the five which would not do quite 
as well. While this is a much closer check 
than the average feeder would give his pur- 
chases it was made as a further test 
of the accuracy of the points used in the 
visual selection of cattle. Naturally few of 
the steers rated as superior, in the groups 
of five, were superior in all points—some 
of the steers rating in the “less likely to 
succeed” group having one or two points of 
superiority in their own right. All groups 
of steers were fed different rations with a 
variance at the end of 168 days of feeding 
ranging from 11 to 56 per cent between the 
top and bottom steers of each group. 


For the entire group of 50 steers the top 
half of each group, or 25 steers, showed a 
28 per cent advantage in gain over the 25 
steers selected as the probable poorer beef 
producers. Another interesting finding was 
made which verifies the opinion of many 
practical cattlemen—that the poorer the ra- 
tion the greater the percentage difference 
in gains between the better steers and those 
of indicated lower feeding quality. This 
group was the one with the 56 per cent dif- 
ference in the gains recorded between the 
probable top 5 and the probable bottom 5 
steers. 

The steers that made good gains during 
the winter showed even greater difference in 
width, depth and thickness than they did 
when originally picked. Features which 
showed no material change were points such 
as size of bone, style, setting of legs, and 
heads. As might be expected the five lower 
gaining steers of each group were the ones 
showing the shallower bodies and narrow- 
ness of chest when originally selected, and 
they were cut up in the flank a little more 
than was the case with the top steers. It 
must be remembered that the Kansas test 
is being made not to show the difference 
between good steers and poowr steers, but the 
visual difference between cattle which are 
generally very similar in appearance and 
breeding. 


In general it may be said that the points 
which live stock men have been stressing 
for years as the ideal for a good beef ani- 
mal, and for which constructive breeders 
and showmen have been striving, have a 
very definite practical value. A cattle judge 
who knows the essential points to look for 
can spot good breeding “in the rough”. And 
this evidence of good breeding carries on in 
the feed yard, with relatively minor excep- 
tions. 


A WORLD BEEF 
SHORTAGE? 


All evidence points to a worl 
beef for some years to come, in ther age 
of William Adair, writing in the “Parminn 
News and North British Agricuituy; tf 
Commenting from the standpoint of rol 
supplies for the British empire, and the s 
ply situation in Britain, Argentina, pm 
tralia and New Zealand, the Scottish hw 
er sees no chance for near normal beef to 
nage before 1948—and possibly later. as 

Adair points out that the latest informa, 
tion from Argentina indicates total cattle 
numbers of 31,359,000 head against 31. 
064,000 head in 1932. No figures are given 
on cattle numbers in Australia and New 
Zealand but production in these countries 
is being extended to the limit to provide 
food for Allied forces in the Pacific area 
with no chance for other exports. An ad. 
verse factor which he does not mention js 
that dry weather in some of the major beef 
producing countries mentioned has affected 
present and future tonnage. 

As to beef production in Great Britain 
he points out that guaranteed minimum 
meat prices are assured until 1948, This 
year, for the first time since the start of 
the war in Europe, British beef finishers 
are receiving extra compensation for the 
concentrated feed going into their cattle, 
This move is aimed at increasing beef ton- 
nage, as well as quality. 


In this country much has been said about 
the all-time highs in cattle numbers. But 
it must be remembered that the total figure 
represents all cattle—with beef and dairy 
stock divided about 50-50. Taking the fig- 
ures for beef cattle alone it breaks down to 
396 head per 1,000 population against 490 
head per 1,000 people in 1918. These fig- 
ures, combined with those of other beef- 
producing nations, suggest no world prob- 
lem of beef surplus for the immediate 
future.

FEEDER CALF 
AUCTIONS. 

An indication of the growing interest in 
Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves, and _ the 
growing number of calves available through 
increases in commercial herds of the Blacks, 
is shown in feeder calf auction plans for 
this Fall. 

An all Aberdeen-Angus feeder calf auc- 
tion is planned for this fall at Billings, 
Montana, under the sponsorship of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation. Liberal premiums will be offer- 
ed. At Winterset, Iowa, the Madison Coun- 
ty Aberdeen-Angus Association is planning 
its fourth annual auction of commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This November 

‘some 500 head will be offered, compared 
with 400 last year. 

Down in Putnam county, Missouri, plans 
are being made for’ the sixth annual ¢0- 
operative feeder calf auction by stockmen 
of that area. The sale this October will be 
a three-day event, rather than the former 
two-day auction, and around 2,500 calves 
will be offered. While other beef breeds 
sell at the Unionville auction Aberdeen-An- 
gus dominate in numbers and in selling 
price. Next door west, at Princeton, cattle- 
men of Mercer county will hold their fourth 
annual co-operative feeder calf sale in Octo- 
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ere again it is an all-breed event, 
am the Stacks more than holding up 
d. Reports have come in of other 
munities planning feeder calf 
bly at Bethany, Edina, and

Back in Virginia all-breed feeder auctions 
are well established and provide a profitable 
competitive outlet for commercial cattle. 
For the newer breeder, or the man with only 
a few head to sell, these auctions provide an 
excellent way of marketing. By offering 
calves in numbers, buyers are assured of 
filling their needs without driving consider- 
able distances. The owner of quality calves, 
regardless of number, is assured of a fair 
price. ; 

Feeder calf auctions, either in large 
groups for commercial Angus feeders, or in 
smaller lots for 4-H and FFA feeders, are 
an excellent project for any county or dis- 
trict Aberdeen-Angus group. By presenting 
the right kind of cattle they can quickly 
build up a reputation with feeders as a 
“quality cattle” country—with benefit to 
commercial herds and the purebred herds 
supplying the bulls used by the commercial 


men.

THE VALUE OF 
COW RECORDS 

While most purebred herds have a good 
check on the production records of their 
cows through the calves recorded—if time is 
taken to check back—the average commer- 
cial beef herd has no such check. The value 
of cow records in deciding which animals 
should be culled—and when, is shown in a 
study by Hart, Wagoner and Gilbert of the 
College of Agriculture at Davis, Calif. 

Two cows in the range herd maintained 
at the San Joaquin Experimental Range 
offer an example of the danger of culling 
cows solely on the basis of appearance. 
One of the cows produced seven calves in 
eight years, the other eight calves in the 
same number of years. Both are creditable 
calving records. The first cow weaned her 
calves at an average weight of 383 pounds 
in 246 days. The other cow’s offspring were 
weaned at 250 days at an average weight 
of 584 pounds—an increase of 151 pounds 
- largely to the milking ability of the 
am. 


On the basis of appearance the first cow 

was always in good flesh, indicating that 
she was a good “doer.” The other cow put 
her feed into her calves and on the basis of 
12 cent calves produced around $18.00 per 
year more than did her pasture mate on 
weight alone, to say nothing of the fact that 
her calves consistently graded about two 
points higher than did those from the first 
cow. 
_ Regularity of production, and the possibil- 
ity that. this may be an inherited factor in 
herds where there is no contagious abortion, 
is another point to consider in culling cow 
herds, say the California men. Here again 
cow records help tell the story. 

The records on two other cows kept in 
the herd from 1935 to 1942 show that one 
produced seven calves in the eight year per- 
iod, missing only in the last year, when she 
was culled. The other cow produced four 
calves, producing only in alternate years. 
Records on two other cows, their daughters 
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and granddaughters, show a tendency to 
abortion and the dropping of dead calves 
which appears to be more than a coinci- 
dence. Whereas the dams had a record of a 
little better than 50 per cent calf crops 
their dauhgters fell below this, on the aver- 
age, and one granddaughter, the only one 
kept, raised only one living calf from three 
calvings. 

In the matter of age, the California study 
shows, there can be no hard and fast rule. 
Like humans some cows are better than 
others at advanced ages. Some 12 year old 
cows are better bets to retain in the herd 
than are some that are eight and nine years 
old. Here again the records help in keeping 
the good cows as long as they will raise 
good calves. 

Items to look for in culling cows from 
their production records include breeding 
trouble; trouble at calving time; poor milk- 
ers; cows that are wild; poor mothers, as 
shown by the loss of calves after normal 
birth; and udder or teat trouble, say the 
California men. 


HAVE THEM 
READY 

A record-breaking Fall and Winter sale 
season appears to be in the making. In 
these sales there will be many consignors 
making their initial appearance before the 
Aberdeen-Angus buying public. The first 
impression that will be made of their herds 
and breeding effort, and an impression that 
will carry over, will be gathered from the 
quality and condition of the cattle that this 
newer breeder has to offer. So to a newer 
man making his first show window appear- 
ance a good bit of advice is this—pick good 
ones and have them ready. 

Much has been said in recent years of 
the evils of over-fitting sale and breeding 
cattle. But in Aberdeen-Angus auctions of 
the last two Years it is probable that for 
every animal that has been presented with 
too much fit there have been 50 that could 
have profitably received a little more fit 
and care. They would have returned, on 
the average, a very worthwhile dividend for 
the extra feed and care invested in them. 

The fact is evident in every sale that 
breeders, both new and old, prefer their 
purchases to show some evidence of flesh- 
ing quality and smoothness. This is as 
natural in beef cattle merchandising as it is 
for a man buying dairy stock to want some 
evidence of milk production in the stock he 
buys. So as long as the buyer wants it, 
and will pay for it, present your cattle in 
good condition. 

Just what to sell out of the herd is usually 
a real problem for a newer man. He is try- 
ing to build numbers and still offer some- 
thing to sell. Too often, for the good of 
future sales from the herd, he wants to 


_ leave all of the good ones at home and offer 


only the lower end of the calf crop. By 
taking his public sale prospécts out of the 
top half of the calf crop a much better im- 
pression will be gained of the herd. And 
the real “doggy” ones—and every herd has 
a few—will eventually make pretty good 
storage material for a meat locker. 

A usual fault of newer breeders, and some 
of the older ones too, is that their sale pros- 
pects do not start getting that extra care 
soon enough. You can not make up for lost 
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time by shoveling a lot of corn into those 
cattle just.a month before sale time. Bring 
them along more slowly and they will be 
smoother and in better condition. Right 
now many breeders are selecting their pros- 
pects for next spring’s sales—giving them 
extra grain while on pasture with their dam, 
and aiming to get them into the barn as 
soon as possible. 

Use of the clippers on heads and tail 
makes for a worthwhile improvement in 
appearance. One Aberdeen-Angus fitter ad- 
vises newcomers to start head clipping by 
putting a string around the throat latch 
and clipping from the string forward. Do 
your clipping some time in advance of the 
sale, he advises. This gives the novice a 
chance to improve any mistakes that have 
been made. The animal will look better if 
the clipping job is not too fresh. The tail 
should be clipped from the brush upward 
to the tail setting, and then rounded off. 


Care of the feet is another commonly 
overlooked point made by newer sale con- 
signors. A good plan is to work on the 
feet at least once a month. If this has not 
been done do any needed foot trimming at 
least a month before sale time so that any 
soreness will be gone by sale time, and so 
that any needed corrections of the original 
job can be attended to. Trim the feet so 
that your cattle are on their toes. 


Washing before sale time, and frequent 
work with the brush and in curling all go 
to make a good growth of well trained hair 
by sale time. Too much emphasis cannot 
be placed on having your cattle trained to 
lead and have them used to handling. This 
will help avoid fractiousness in the sale ring 
and the possibility of a lower selling price 
because of suspected wildness.

Today's Subject: At What Age Should Heifers be Bred?

T would be very difficult to make a hard 

and fast rule as to when to breed heifers 

for the first time. I would imagine that 
climatic conditions would have a great deal 
to do with their development, as well as the 
manner in which they were handled from 
birth to breeding time. 


Here at MacMor we never breed our heif- 
ers under eighteen months, but in the ma- 
jority of cases we do breed them as soon as 
they are that age. Ordinarily a calf from 
a cow that gives a normal amount of milk, 
and that has been on a creep should reach 
the proper stage of development by the time 
they become eighteen months old. 

Our breeding program works out some- 
what in this manner: As soon as the calf 
is dropped we vaccinate for both hemorrha- 
gic septicemia, and blackleg and put a strap 
on the calf with the same number on the 
strap as the cow’s chain. This way it is very 
simple for anyone to go to the pasture and 
tell immediately what calf is from what 
cow. The calf is tattooed with this same 
number at from three to six months of age. 
This always enables us to check the tattoo 
and tell the dam of the calf without having 
to thumb through our permanent records 
with dirty hands, and believe me they will 
always be dirty when you are handling the 
calves. 


Whether in the barn in winter or in pas- 
ture in summer, our calves ALWAYS 
have access to a calf creep until they are 
weaned. Ordinarily after the heifers are 
weaned they are placed in a small pasture 
which has a self-feeder in it, and allowed to 
stay there till they are completely satisfied 
to be away from their mothers. Sometime 
between the time they are weaned and the 
time when they become a year old we take 
them off the feeder and start feeding by 
hand. The amount depending entirely on 
conditions at. that time. 

One thing is paramount, and that is to 
keep them growing and doing well. We 
very seldom ever have a heifer on a nurse 
cow, and then only when for some reason or 
other she does not get enough milk from 
her dam. This plan is followed till the heif- 
ers are eighteen months old and by this time 
they are of sufficient size, and have reached 
a stage of development where we feel that 
we can safely breed them and have no 
trouble when they calve, and also that they 
will give enough milk to take care of that 
calf. 

In summing up I think that if a heifer 
calf is given enough feed, no matter what 
kind, to keep her growing and developing, 
especially for that period immediately after 
weaning, that she should be able to give 
birth to, and raise a calf by the time that 
she is twenty-seven months old. We have 
followed this practice for a number of years, 
and it is a very rare occasion when we have 
to help a heifer have her first calf, and then 
the cause is the position of the calf, instead 
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of the under development of the heifer. Take 
care of your heifers from the time they are 
born, and they will take care of you for 
many years to come.

HAT there should be some considerable 
difference of opinion among breeders 
regarding the age at which Aberdeen- 
Angus heifers should be bred, the first time, 
is quite natural. Management and care are 
factors that have a very definite relation- 
ship to the question of when we should breed 
our heifers, the first time. Climate and 
environment often must be considered, too. 

Many successful breeders mate their heif- 
ers at twenty-one months of age, to calve 
at thirty months of age. Under average 
conditions, this practice has proven success- 
ful. At this age, heifers producing their 
first calves should have good care and extra 
feed before and after calving. 

A few Aberdeen-Angus breeders mate 
their heifers at fifteen months of age. Bred 
at this age, they will drop their first calf 
at the age of twenty-four months. Even 
with best of care and management, heifers 
calving at this age are likely to be stunted 
in their growth and development retarded 
unless given a considerable rest before 
again breeding them for their second calf. 

A practice which we at Wilton Farms 
have found both practical and satisfactory, 
is to breed our heifers the first time, at 
eighteen months, to drop their first calf at 
twenty-seven months. 

Our calves are creep fed while running 
with their dams. After weaning, they are 
fed a liberal amount of grain until they are 
twelve months of age. At this age, they 
run on pasture in summer and are fed all 
the silage and legume hay they will eat. 
Heifers handled in this manner are well 
grown at eighteen months of age and are 
ready for breeding. 

Several months before calving, we again 
feed some grain and they are also given 
some extra feed after calving. 


Heifers carrying their first calf are ful- 
filling a double mission in life. They are 
still making growth and, at the same time, 
producing their calf. 

Good care and some extra feed will keep 
them growing into the right kind of cows 
at maturity.

OU ask me, “When should heifers be 
bred?” I have been asked this question 
many times, and wish I knew the an- 
swer. It depends on circumstances. Here 
in Central Kansas we have no two seasons 
alike. This year we have lost more time by 
being kept out of our fields on account of 
wet weather than most any spring season I 


can remember, but the wheat is i 
less than one half is worth cutting: a pr 
grain crops will be far below norma| pe 
yet Kansas boasts of second largest wheat 
crop on record. Up to date we are enjoyin 
an exceptionally good grass season ra 
flies may have to be contended with later 
I am not a wheat grower, but wheat pastur, 
has a lot to do with cattle raising in the 
state. 

Usually a short grass season is followed 
by a short feed crop. Heifer calves from one 
year may not be in condition to breed with. 
in a six month period of those of another 
crop. 

It also depends upon the kind of a season 
we have while these heifers are suckling 
their first calf crop. 

It would be mighty nice if we could ar. 
range to have the first calf dropped when 
the dam is three years old, but that does 
not. pay. 

It has been my experience that in a ten- 
year period, a heifer calf at weaning age 
will (and does) sell for about 60% of what 
its dam will bring. Now add two and one- 
half years expense to the raising of the 
calf, allow for danger of losing one or more 
before they produce, and you will stand a 
good chance of going out of the cattle busi- 
ness before you get well started. 

I would like to breed my Aberdeen-Angus 
heifers at around eighteen months of age 
and have them calve at _ twenty-seven 
months, but as my Dutchman used to tell 
me, “You can’t do dot.” 

These Aberdeen-Angus heifers will come 
in heat earlier than other beef breeds 
and we find it hard to keep them away from 
the bull, so we are usually compelled to 
breed as yearlings—try to hold back until 
fifteen months if possible. 

Everything considered, eighteen months 
is our best bet; then our calves can come 
while the dam is twenty-seven months old 
and on grass. 

If we breed as a two year old it is hard 
to keep from being tempted to breed early 
in the spring and then get caught in our 
Kansas blizzards at calving time. 

As for percentage of calf crop, I think 
we stand just as good a chance by calving 
at twenty-seven months as at thirty-six 
months. 

Barring bad crop seasons, these Aberdeen- 
Angus heifers grow into just as good cows 
by calving at twenty-seven as at thirty-six 
months, and I believe are better cows— 
nicer to handle in later years. Before three 
years of age they like to bunch up and ride 

’ each other and I find that many of them 
follow this bad habit all through life and 
never quit thinking that they are the bull 
of the herd. 

While our cows are registered, they are 
handled the same as our neighbors handle 
their commercial herds and I have written 
as near as I know how to fit our situation. 


| Aberdeen-Angus Live Longest 
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S I look back over my twenty-nine 
A years with Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 

the Pacific Coast, it is difficult for 
comprehend the change which has 
lace during that time. The breed 
wn from practical obscurity to the 
re it is, as one might say, sweep- 
ing over the whole Pacific Coast like a 
prairie fire out of control. 

‘As one who has been on the ground and 
therefore had an opportunity to observe 
this phenomenal progress, I may, to the in- 
terest of my readers, be able to point out 
some of the reasons for it and to describe 
some of the different stages as they oc- 
Oe vet experience with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle on the West coast was in 1916 when, 
as the junior and managing partner of the 
firm of Congdon & Battles, we established 
a herd in the fertile irrigated valley of the 
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Aberdeen-Angus 


Yakima in Washington state and 
until this partnership was dissolv- 
ed in 1938 we operated a herd of 
from five hundred to one thousand 
head of registered Aberdeen-Angus 
at that location with an ever 
widening sphere of influence and trade up 
and down the entire Pacific Coast where, at 
the beginning of our operations, Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle were practically unknown, 
making us in a sense pioneers of the breed 
in this far Western country and as such we 
encountered the handicaps which usually 
confront pioneers in any line. 


The most serious obstacle in our way was 
a totally unwarranted prejudice that had in 
some way been built up against the suita- 
bility of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to meet 
any condition that prevailed west of the 
Rocky Mountains. They were wild, unpro- 
lific, poor rustlers on rough terrain and 
lacking in hardiness. In fact, if one were 
to believe but a small portion of what was 
said against the breed in those days the 
natural assumption would be that the poor 
doddie was so far outdistanced by his ri- 
vals that to successfully introduce him into 
their midst would be beyond the realm of 
reason. But to be convinced that this has 
been done one would now have only to take 
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an automobile trip through the coast states 
which, of course, will have to wait until the 
end of the war, but if it were possible to 
do it now one would see all along the high- 
ways and in the more remote places the 
pleasing picture of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
(“Black Angus” most people call them out 
here) grazing on the green or brown hills 
or in the lush irrigated valleys and always 
thriving under any of these conditions. 
But in 1916 the picture was quite differ- 
ent. At that time to find a black animal 
on the whole Pacific slope would require the 
use of a fine tooth comb and if one were 
found the chances were one hundred to one 
that it would turn out to be a Galloway. 
And this brings us to the source of some 
of the unfounded tales used to discredit the 
Aberdeen-Angus that were in general cir- 
culation at that time. There apparently 
had been some Galloway cattle shipped in-

to the western country from the Middle 
West before any Aberdeen-Angus arrived 
on the scene and evidently they had not 
been the best of the Galloway breed either. 
At any rate, all of the deficiencies of these 
cattle were quite generally attributed to the 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

I do not blame the Galloway, however, for 
but a small portion, if any, for the preju- 
dices that existed against Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle then. Most of such propaganda was 
manufactured either maliciously or other- 
wise out of thin air. I do know though that 
in the early days of our showing at the 
Western shows passers by our exhibits 
would frequently refer to our cattle as Gal- 
loways when discussing them amongst 


themselves. In the foregoing I have no in- 
tention of discrediting the Galloway, it too 
is a breed of commendable qualities and it 
was unfortunate that the ones sent to the 
West in those early days did not more tru- 
ly represent that breed. 

Before taking my first Aberdeen-Angus 
to the West, I had had enough experience 
with the breed to be well grounded in all 
of the characteristics of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and was, therefore, well fortified to 
Meet every argument that was advanced 
against their adaptability to Western con- 
ditions. For example, when it was said 
that Aberdeen-Angus cattle lacked the 
hardiness and the rustling ability to do 
well in rugged country, I would point to the 
fact that they were inherently hardy and 
good rustlers because of having originated 
in the picturesque but rugged highlands of 
Northeast Scotland where hardiness was a 


requisite to existence and that on the other 
hand the breeds which were given credit for 
excelling the Aberdeen-Angus in hardiness 
originated under the much more favorable 
soil and climatic conditions of Central and 
Southern England. 

Our first important step to popularize 
our breed in what seemed to us at the time 
to be a hostile atmosphere was to inaugur- 
ate an extensive show campaign. With both 
breeding cattle and steers we attended 
every show possible west of the Rockies

HREE years in the breeding of pure 

bred cattle is but a short time; so when 

success comes in just that period, it is 
all the more gratifying.

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Breed, Feed and Care Win 
At Lakewood Farm Mr. O’Bryan and Ev- 


erett C. Schmall, herdsman, proved what 
can be done with good foundation stock 
given best feed and care. The first public 
offering of Lakewood Aberdeen-Angus sir- 
ed by Prince Sunbeam 19th was acclaimed 
by the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of America 
at the 1945 National Show and Sale. Five 
entries averaged $2,862.00. One heifer sold 
for $5,100.00 and another for $4,200.00. 
They stood first and second in their class. 
There are now 120 smooth Aberdeen-An- 
gus in this herd, seventy of them of breed- 
ing age. An offer of $50,000.00 for Prince 
Sunbeam 19th does not tempt his owner 


today. 
Good Hay Important 


The best quality of feed, with constant 
attention to details of feeding and care, 
are given the Lakewood Farm herd. These 
items are deemed as important as good 
lines of breeding. The cattle are not pam- 


pered, but are supplied with best protein 
feeds. Good hay is considered paramount 
in importance. 

The making of best quality hay has been 
made a special study by Messrs O’Bryan 
and Schmall. Here are some of the results 
of their study and experience in Wauke- 
sha County, Wisconsin. Their observations 
and comments are valuable and interesting. 
Says Mr. O’Bryan: 

“There is no question but that high qual- 
ity hay is of vital importance in maintain- 
ing a breeding herd of beef cattle in thrifty 
condition conducive to high producing 
strong healthy stock. 

“Our winter feeding consisted of corn 
silage and good clear alfalfa hay. The sliced 
hay put up by our Case pick-up baler 
certainly made the job of feeding compara- 
tively easy and convenient. Furthermore, 
there was a minimum of shattering and loss 
of leaves, which after all is the most im- 
portant part of the hay. 

“Our varieties are alfalfa and alfalfa- 
brome combination. We find that good hay, 
of high nutritive value can be made eco- 
nomically and with a minimum of effort 
when this method is followed, using the 
slicer baler as part of the equipment.” 
Hay Harvest Up To Date 


Only recently has the harvesting of hay 
been brought up in line with other crop 
saving plans. A few years ago, American 
farm operators began to realize that the 
nation’s great hay harvest, one of the most 
ancient branches of agriculture, was lag- 
ging behind compared with the efficient 
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modern methods of harvesting grain. 
These hustling, up-to-date farm operators 
became wise to the fact that getting the 
hay crop cut, cured and under cover re- 
quired more back-breaking labor than did 
the harvesting of any other major crop. In 
short, hay saving methods were about two 
generations behind those used in harvesting 
in crops. 
e" another fact also was evident—that fully 
twenty-five per cent of the nation’s hay 
was being lost or damaged from weather 
spoilage, or from being cut and cured too 
late. Something must be done about this 
annual loss of time, labor and good hay. 


Manufacturers Get Busy 


As usual, the resourceful designers and 
manufacturers of farm machinery began to 
study the situation. .They made plans that 
would result in tremendous saving of time 
and labor, in hay harvest. This also would 
save hay of better quality, for timeliness is 
highly important in hay making. 

These plans were carried out so swiftly 
and efficiently, that hay harvesting is done 
today with equipment fully equal to that 
used in corn harvesting and grain thresh- 
ing. 

The net result is that hay crops of much 
greater value are put up by machinery in 
less time, with less labor. 

Speedy labor-saving power equipment 
may save a season’s hay profits in a few 
busy days. A machine which enables a 
farm operator to get his valuable crop of 
fine hay under cover before a storm can 
damage it, may come close to paying for 
itself then and there. 


Three Steps in Hay Saving 


MOWING RIGHT—L. L. O’Bryan and 
Everett Schmall have found that mowing 
should be begun just before the crop 
reaches ideal stage for making hay, so that 
this stage is reached when the mowing is 
half done. They cut down only as much as 
can be raked in time for a few hours’ curing 
before night. Mowing is not done right 
~ a heavy rain, or when there is a heavy 
ew on. 


RAKING RIGHT—When hay in the 
swath has wilted enough to form loose fluf- 
fy windrows, and before any of the leaves 
are too dry, they rake the hay in. single 
swath windrows, using the side-delivery 
rake, starting at the same point as the 
mower, and traveling around the field in 
the same direction as the mower, and at 
the same speed. The heads are gently lift- 
ed first, then turned in to the center of the 
— leaving most of the stems on the 
outside. 


The accompanying article on hay was the re- 

sult of a research conducted jointly by the J. 

- Case Company and Mr. L. L. O’Bryan on 

the latter’s Aberdeen-Angus farm at Mukwon- 
ago, Wisconsin. 
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BALING RIGHT—When the hay has cur- 
ed well enough for mow storage, these op- 
erators bale it at once with the pick-up 
slicer-hay baler, again beginning at the 
same point as with the mower and moving 
at the same speed, so that each windrow 
will have the same time to cure. The bales 
are put right on the trailer truck by the 
mechanical bale loader. 

On Lakewood Farm, experience has shown 
them that hay that is in condition for mow 
storage can be baled safely, and that hay 


baled with their slicer-baler can be baled a 
little sooner. 


By “sliced-hay-baling”, the operators 
mean just that. Their modern baler slices 
off and separates each charge from each 
other charge just before the plunger pres- 
ses it. 

When such a bale is opened, these separ- 
ate slices are ready for feeding, without 
tearing apart and wasting leaves—the best 
and most valuable part of the hay. Besides 
this, such slices are more convenient to 
handle in feeding. They come apart like a 
loaf of ready-sliced bread. 

The way that Lakewood Farm Aberdeen- 
Angus go after these fragrant slices of 
highest quality legume hay is good to see. 
Such feed had a lot to do with their plac- 
ing at the big show. After two years of 
experience with this modern system of hay 
making, operators of Lakewood Farm are 
satisfied that they are on the right track. 

As for time and labor saving, this system 
is tops. Hay is picked right up from the 
windrow, baled and loaded on the trailer 


truck by the bale loader, with little muscle 
power. These bales are then hoisted to the 
storage bay, also by mechanical power. 

This is a long step forward in hay mak- 
ing, and brings the hard sweaty dusty task 
of Grandad’s time to an end. It also brings 
the hay harvest up to the front rank with 
the harvesting of corn and small grain. 

Yes, Lakewood Farm is in line with mod- 
ern farm equipment—producing better hay 
—in less time—with less time and labor re- 
quired. With his prize herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus, L. L. O’Bryan has proved that good 
breeding and good feeding should go to- 
gether.

Every breeder of Aberdeen-An 
is interested in the future of the hoe? — 
business. The question in the minds of seek 
producers at the present time is, “Just what 
is in store for the beef industry after th 
close of the war.” Beef cattle breeders a 
feeders still remember what happened fol 
lowing World War I, and wonder if the 
same conditions will again prevail. They 
still remember how the price of pure bred 
and commercial cattle took a nose dive with 
the result that herds were liquidated at 
heavy losses. It must be remembered that 
the cattle business today is on a much more 
substantial basis than it was twenty-five 
years ago. During the last war period and 
immediately following the close of the war 
nearly all the pure bred cattle were pur. 
chased on credit; while today the sales al. 
most, without exception, are on a cash 
basis. At that time commercial herds in # 
most cases were financed by banks on short 
time loans which could not be renewed, all 
of which resulted in a completely demoral- 
ized market. 

There may be a decline in the price of 
beef cattle during the readjustment period, 
but if such is the case, it is very likely that 
the price of all other commodities will de- 
cline likewise. 

There should be a broad demand for beef 
for some time after the end of hostilities, 
Consumers who have been denied a liberal 
supply of beef during the war should be 
liberal buyers when supplies again become 
available. Men who have been in the arm- 
ed forces, have become accustomed to a 
heavy meat diet, will continue to demand a 
liberal supply if they have the purchasing 
power. If it is possible to continue a high 
rate of employment in industry, the pur- 
chasing power among those employed 
should be such as to create a strong demand 
for beef. 

The great majority of the pure bred and 
commercial beef herds have been establish- 
ed as a definite part of a long time live 
stock and agricultural program. The own- 
ers of these herds, in most cases, are in 
strong financial positions without heavy ob- 
ligations, hence there is no possibility of 
undue forced liquidation. The beef herd will 
be used as the factory through which farm

who utilize home grown feeds, make good

towards Tulsa. The trip was unevent- 
ful with one stop at Lawrence, Kansas, for 
refueling and with another four and a half 
hours for the log books the ship rolled to a 
stop and was parked in one of the several 
hangers on the Municipal Field at Tulsa. 

Friday evening my phone rang and it was 
none other than E. H. (Red) Anderson, just 
in from Chillicothe with Mrs. Anderson. We 
three had a late dinner together and then 
Red and I met with some of the Tulsa 
County boys to find out the details on the 
Fall National Sale and Show to be held at 
Tulsa on October 16th and 17th.

first I want to thank the WKY Farm De- 
partment for coming down today. I would 
also like to add my word of welcome to all 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breeders, farmers 
and club boys that are here today. To me, 
this is one of the privileges of being a 
farmer. We get. to see breeders of good 
cattle, visit with them, argue pedigrees, and 
of course it gives us a great deal of pleasure 
to have these club boys with us. 

“I have lived on this ranch since 1941 
and have bred pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle since 1935. We have six hundred 
acres in the farm and about three hundred 
and sixty acres of it is in cultivation. We 
have about. one hundred and forty acres of 
alfalfa and one hundred acres of small 
grain. We keep about one hundred pure 
bred breeding cows and seventy-five heifers 
and keep from fifty to seventy-five head of 
commercial cattle. 

“T am using four different bulls now on 
our pure bred cows. 
Juanera Eric of Bates; Envy of Stoney- 
broke; Blue Boy of Bates; and Envy of 
Bates. We have used in our herd the great 
Envious Blackecap B. 6th, who won thirty- 
eight grand championships, and at the pres- 
ent time we are using one of his most out- 
standing sons, Envious Juanera Eric of 
Bates. And incidentally, he was grand 
champion at the International in 1939. 

“We have a fire proof show barn sixty by 
one hundred feet that will accommodate 
sixty-four head of cattle. We also have 
nine other barns on the place, four dwell- 
ings, running water in each barn, electric 
lights, natural gas and telephone service to 
our farm. 

“Last year was our first time out on the 
show circuit and at the Oklahoma City State 
Fair we won four firsts, three seconds and 
senior and grand champion. At the Hous- 
ton show we showed four head and got three 
firsts and grand champion bull. We sold 
some of our surplus stock at Houston, and

Next on the program was introduced 
Carlton Corbin, joint host with the Bates’ 
on this day. This is what Carlton had to 
say: “First I would like to add my word of 
welcome to all of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and farmers who are here today 
We are also proud to have all of thege cly} 
boys and girls with us. The latch string 
always hangs on the outside so any time 
you are in this section, we are always glad 
to have you. 

“I bought my first pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle nineteen years ago. Since that 
time, I have been culling my herd, keeping 
the better ones and buying individuals that 
could add something to my herd. At the 
present time I have one hundred and fifty 
head of pure bred cows. We have to run 
our place on a practical basis because it 
must make us a living and build for the 
future. 

“We have three thousand acres of land, 
and in addition we fatten out steers for the 
market. Since the war started I have sold 
over one million pounds of beef off my place 
every year. We claim our place to be the 
top beef producing farm in this section and 
at the same time we are building a top cow 
herd for post war production. The only 
way I can explain how to get. by the labor 
shortage is to throw away your watch and 
get out the lantern. I have one full time 
hired man and with the aid of my wife we 
get the work done—or I should say the most 
necessary work done. 

“We are using a bull of our own breed- 
ing, called Emulous of Stoneybroke, at the 
present time and he shows promise of being 
a real sire. We are constantly improving 
our cattle to improve the quality and at the 
same time produce good rugged cattle that 
will appeal to the commercial cattle pro- 
ducer on the ranges of America. I think 
that all Aberdeen-Angus breeders are mak- 
ing progress in this direction because every 
year we are selling more range bulls to the 
commercial producers. We fee] that we 
have something to offer the range producer 
and the little cattleman as well. Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls will take the horns off any

trip throughout the sand hills of North- 

west Nebraska. I had the pleasure of 
inspecting some fifty different Aberdeen- 
Angus herds. Many of these herds were 
established from Shorthorn cows, while oth- 
ers were started from the old western cows. 
The demand for these good Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers and females has been so great 
that we have not been able to supply the 
demand. I have made numerous trips 
throughout the range country inspecting 
these herds and I have yet to find the first 
Aberdeen-Angus with cancer eye and have 
seen very little pink eye. 

Most of the commercial Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders have adopted the policy of select- 
ing a number of their outstanding individ- 
ual cows and mating them to their best 
bulls. From this offspring they select their 
replacement females. This, together with 
good management, has resulted in some of 
our best commercial Aberdeen-Angus herds 
on the Western Range. 

In visiting those range men there is 
a difference of opinion as to the correct 
type. Some prefer the small, early matur- 
ing type, while others want more size and 
ruggedness. However, most of the good 
breeders are selecting the in-between type 
that has size but quality and smoothness 
that has made the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
so popular in the carcass contests. Cattle 
feeders throughout the corn belt are paying 
more attention each year to the particular 
brand on the cattle. Cattle that have made 
good in efficiency of feed utilization and 
quality of carcass are in demand by the 
corn belt feeders. If commercial cattle 
ranch men will follow the practice of keep-

ing only the best he 
will not find it so diffi- 
cult to dispose of his 
cattle at a profit. Hav- 
ing had the pleasure, 
for a number of years, 
of working very closely 
with 4-H and FFA 
Baby Beef Club work, 
I can not help but men- 
tion this good work. 
The question has often 
been asked me: “Is 4- 
H and FFA Baby Beef Club Work a step. 
ping stone to the successful production of 
commercial cattle?” Does the young man 
who has successfully completed a series of 
4-H or FFA Baby Beef projects have a head 
start, as the youngsters say, on the young 
man who has not participated in Club 
Work? Let me give you some of the rea- 
sons why I feel that 4-H and FFA Baby 
Beef Club work is practical. 

In making his selection of a calf, the club 
boy profits by instruction in stock judg- 
ing, which is an important part of his club 
work. At local or state shows he observes 
the type and quality of calves that win high 
honors. When a club member learns to se- 
lect the right type for club work, he also 
learns to select the kind of feeder that, over 
a period of years, is the most profitable in 
commercial feed lots. In other words, the 
skill acquired in selecting and judging Club 
calves can be used to good advantage by 
the young man when he finishes his Club 
work and engages in the commercial busi- 
ness on a large scale. Through their club 
experience they come to appreciate the fact

istics that set them and the Galloways, 
apart from other well-known breeds, is the 
fact that, in some mysterious way, they 
seem to possess an unusual power of dis- 
tributing the fat taken on in the feeding 
process throughout the lean muscular tis- 
sues, where it gives the beef outstanding 
quality and toothsomeness. Hence its ever- 
increasing popularity with purveyors of 
fine meats and the consuming public. 


BLACKS MAKE SUPER BEEF 


That this so-called “marbling” is to be 
found in the carcasses of practically all of 
our modern beef-producing breeds, to a 
greater or less extent, is true; and yet most 
killers will testify that prime, finished Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers, as a rule, when they 
reach the block show a particularly gratify- 
ing absence of inside and outside tallowy 
accumulations. In a country like -ours, 
where that great feedlot staple, Indian corn, 
is produced in such abundance, and where 
beef-making ranks as a leading rural in- 
dustry, it is not strange, therefore, that 
these exceptionally smooth, yet thick-flesh- 
ed, cattle should be accepted as being sub- 
stantially the ne plus ultra in the making 
of the steaks and roasts called for by the 
patrons of the highest-class hotels, clubs 
and restaurants in our great metropolitan 
centers of wealth and population. That 
much, I think, may be generally acknowl- 
edged. The question of the relative cost of 
producing this super Aberdeen-Angus beef 
and the competing grades is, of course, an- 
other matter; one, in fact, which can only 
be determined by a close study of individ- 
ual cost sheets, which is naturally outside 


the purview of this presentation. The writ- 


er, therefore, as a strict non-partisan, 
leaves the economic aspect of this interest- 
ing subject for demontration elsewhere. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle were first intro- 
duced into the United States in the year 
1873; since which time the breed has found 
favor in every part of the country where 
beef-making is an important industry. The 
original importation consisted of four bulls, 
brought out by an adventurous Scotchman 
named George Grant on the sailing ship 
Alabama, from Glasgow to New Orleans, 
and by river boat up the Mississippi to St. 
Louis. Aboard the same vessel were a num- 
ber of Colonists going out to settle upon 
the Grant purchase. The outfit was in 
charge of one George Macdonald who, you 
may be sure, did not forget his Collies. 
Coming out to the States, Grant bought a 
large tract of virgin range in Ellis County, 
Kansas. Here these black bulls were mat- 
ed with old-fashioned Texas Longhorned 
cows, and, to the amazement of the ranch- 
men of that region, an overwhelming pro- 
portion of the resulting calves were not 
only black but hornless. These half-breds 
were fed out for market by various stock- 
men in Kansas and Missouri with complete 
satisfaction to their feeders and to the 
packing-house buyers. 

The earliest importation of pedigreed 
Aberdeen-Angus for breeding purposes was 
that made by two Scotchmen, Tom Ander- 
son and George Findlay, of Lake Forest, 
Illinois. Mr. Anderson was a native of the 
Buchan district of Aberdeenshire and a 
practical cattleman. Mr. Findlay was em- 
ployed in the Chicago wholesale dry-goods 
house of John V. Farwell & Co., and mar- 
ried a daughter of Mr. Anderson. The lat-

CALLED THEM “DODDIES” 


For many generations there had existed 
in the Buchan district of Aberdeenshire— 
from whence, as already stated, Thos. An- 
derson emigrated to America—a type of 
cattle mostly black and almost invariably 
without horns. They were known locally as 
“humlies”. Likewise in the adjacent coun- 
ty of Angus—at one time officially called 
Kincardineshire—there was a _ somewhat 
different, yet, in all essential characteris- 
tics, a similar type commonly referred to 
as “doddies”. This latter designation has 
been handed down by the breeders and 
herdsmen of the past even to the present 
time; and that fact will explain to American 
students of bovine history why this term

as originally promulgated by Robert Bake- 
well, of Dishley, in Leicestershire. McCom- 
bie was apparently a believer in Bakewell’s 
theory that in-and-in, or breeding from 
close affinities, was the most effective way 
to quickly develop a fixed type that could 
be depended upon to transmit its own char- 
acteristics. Watson while not exactly com- 
mitting himself to that as a necessarily de- 
sirable procedure practically did resort to 
it, although he always claimed that he had 
but one rule of procedure—the mating of 
the best individual animals, regardless of 
whether they were closely related or not. 
As a matter of fact it turned out that, upon 
this basis, his best cattle did have much 
blood in common. 


WATSON A GREAT BREEDER 


Watson’s farm of Keillor embraced about 
six hundred acres of none-too-fertile land, 
situated in the Vale of Strathmore; but by 
the free use of bone-dust and the mainten- 
ance of cattle to consume the roughage the 
soil was greatly improved. His foundation 
stock was six of his father’s blackest cows 
and the bull Bannantyne Sandy; to which 
he added by purchase ten of the best black 
heifers he could buy at a local fair. Mc- 
Combie always claimed that these heifers 
were of Aberdeenshire, that is of “humlie” 
stock.

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nowned Ballindalloch family was derived. 
Watson exhibited extensively at the leading 
shows of his time and gained innumerable 
prizes. He died in 1865 at the age of sev- 
enty-six—truly a master stockman if ever 
there was one entitled to that appelation. 
McCombie of Tillyfour at the age of 
twenty-five leased the farm of that name 
from his father. It embraced 1900 acres 
and was located in West Aberdeenshire 
along the southern boundary of the historic 
Vale of Alford, upon the watershed between 
the Rivers Dee and Don. The young man 
inherited a number of the native “humlies” 
from the parental herd, but soon decided to 
buy in fresh blood. At Fullerton’s sale of 
1844 he purchased a heifer that grew into 
the famous breeding matron known as 
Queen Mother. At this same sale he bought 
the bull Monarch, the produce of breeding 
Panmure (51) to one of his own daugh- 
ters. This reads like an account of how 
Charles Colling produced the Shorthorn 
bull, Comet, the first male bovine of any 
breed to sell for $5000.00. Monarch mated 
with Queen Mother gave McCombie Lola 
Montes (208). Blood concentration follow- 
ed. An own sister to Queen Mother bred 
to Monarch produced the bull Victor (46); 
which, bred to Queen Mother, had the 
choice heifer Windsor (202). These closely- 
bred and individually-excellent animals laid 
the foundation of Tillyfour’s fame. Through 
these matings the blood of Tanmure had be- 
come almost as closely concentrated, as had 
that of the famous Favorite (252) in the 
Colling Shorthorn herd at Ketton many 
years preceding. Nevertheless Mr. McCom- 
bie recognized that incestuous breeding was 
a two-edged sword; that it must not be 
continuously employed. Hence he next re- 
sorted to an outcross obtained from Watson 
—the Highland prize bull Angus (45). Bred 


to Lola Montes. Angus sired the far-famed 
Paris Exposition prize winner of 1857, 
Charlotte. From Charlotte came the splen- 
did line of cows known as the Tillyfour 
Queens. Not only that but she produced 
the great and unbeaten Pride of Aberdeen. 
This historic Aberdeen-Angus matron was 
sired by the Alex. Bowie-bred Hanton, a 
show bull of International reputation. Mr. 
McCombie had got him from his breeder 
and used him with good results for many 
years. Hanton had been shown at Paris 
and there contracted foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease. He lay for a week in an old smithy, 
but boots were made for him and when he 
got up was shipped to Inverness where he 
won first prize. He is said to have weighed 
about 2000 pounds, had an exceptionally 
mellow hide, and on his head were loose 
“seurs”—rudimentary horns; which like 
white markings along the lower side of the 
body, now and then appeared in the best 
Aberdeen-Angus herds. Not so frequently

TILLYFOUR CATTLE LEAD 


From Windsor (202)—the most intense- 
ly-bred of the Queen Mother heifers—Mc-

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Then Came a Blackcap 

As already stated Anderson & Findlay 
brought out the bull Nicolis and a few pure- 
bred females in 1878. There were, of course, 
no steers of the breed available for exhibi- 
tion at the earliest Fat Stock shows, but 
Anderson & Findlay asked and obtained 
permission to exhibit their imported bull 
and females at the Shows of 1878 and 1879, 
where they attracted wide attention. As 
yet however nobody made a move towards 
bringing out other specimens of the breed 
from Scotland. Encouraged nevertheless by 
the reception accorded these new-comers at 
the Great St. Louis fair, the Illinois State, 
and the Fat Stock Show, this firm imported 
additional cattle. All were good individuals 
and well-bred. Among these there came 
from Ballindalloch in 1881 the high-class 
bull Basuto, belonging to the afterwards 
very famous family known as Blackbirds. 
In fact his dam was none other than the 
celebrated Blackcap. 

In 1881 Mr. John V. Farwell, Mr. Find- 
lay’s employer, who owned a country place 
at Lake Forest—a noted North Shore Chi- 
cago suburb—joined in an importation of 
eighty head, made by Anderson & Findlay. 
There was also associated in this venture 
Mr. Turlington W. Harvey, a wealthy Chi- 
cagoan who owned a large tract of farming 
land in Southeastern Nebraska. These cat- 
tle were divided up between the three partic- 
ipants by casting lots for first, second and 
third choice, each drawing in turn until

all the animals were distributed. Mr. Far- 
well subsequently became part owner of the 
great XIT ranch in Texas; where for a num- 
ber of years black bulls were maintained in 


service. Further importations were made 
by Anderson & Findlay in 1882 and 1884, 
and at length the entire herd was moved to 
Allen County, Kansas. 


Another Scot to take a hand in the intro- 
duction of the polls in this country was 
Alex. Geddes, a large operator in wheat on 
the Chicago Board of Trade. He held a 
farm in Aberdeenshire and bred black cat- 
tle there. He also owned a farm near Chi- 
cago, and about the same time that Ander- 
son & Findlay began importing, he brought 
out a small lot of Aberdeen-Angus which he 
maintained until the early Nineties. A firm 
afterwards well-known as breeders and ex- 
hibitors, Leslie & Burwell, of Cottage Grove, 
Wisconsin, purchased a considerable num- 
ber of these Alex. Geddes cattle. Thus did 
the Aberdeen-Angus make their first ap- 
pearance in the West. 


The pioneer herd of the East was that of 
Frank B. Redfield, of Batavia, New York. 
About 1879 he visited Scotland, buying a 
bull and three females from Hugh Watson’s 
protege and neighbor, Thomas Ferguson, of 
Kinnochtry. In 1881 Mr. Redfield brought 
out a second lot from the Ferguson herd. 
That same year he exhibited at the leading 
Mid-West fairs, and it is interesting to note 
that at St. Louis no less than sixty-three 
head of black polls were shown. Mr. Red- 
field was finding most of his customers for 
his surplus cattle in the corn belt, and fin- 
ally made a deal with Dr. C. S. Rice, of 
Disco, Illinois, and Wilson & Son, Knoxville, 
Illinois, to take over his entire herd, to be 
handled on a partnership basis. In this con- 
nection it should be recorded that it was 
during this period that the firm of Estill 
& Elliott, of Missouri, destined to cut a 
great figure in the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus trade, bought their first “doddie” from 
Frank B. Redfield. 


John V. Farwell, the Chicago merchant 
hertofore mentioned, founded a herd upon a 
farm he owned near Montezuma, Iowa. He 
made a large importation and many western 
farmers who later became black cattle 
breeders obtained their foundation stock 
from this Farwell herd. The proprietor was 
financially interested in the huge XIT ranch 
in Texas and for some years shipped prac- 
tically his entire bull crop to that property. 
The Iowa farm and herd was sold in 1893 
to Mr. L. S. McCabe, a Rock Island dry 
goods merchant, who for some time carried 
it on as a breeding establishment. In 1901 
there was sold to Mr. A. A. Armstrong, 
Camargo, Illinois, for the Nebraska ranch 
of another rich Chicago business man, Sam- 
uel W. Allerton, thirty head of bulls that

also took a hand for a time in the introdye. 
tion of Aberdeen-Angus. They made three 
importations of blacks. The first, that of 
1881, was sold outright, at a profit, to W, 
M. D. Lee of Leavenworth, Kansas. The 
buying of both Herefords and Aberdeen- 
Angus was in the capable hands of “Gover. 
nor” Simpson. It is not known that he was 
ever Governor of anything. That title was 
just given the shrewd Kentucky stockman in 
token of the respect and indeed affection in 
which he was generally held. Beyond ques- 
tion he was one of the keenest cattle judges 
of his time, and if he had never done any- 
thing else to deserve the gratitude of his 
countrymen his selection and importation of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. bull Knight of St. Pat- 
rick, and of the Hereford bull Anxiety 4th, 
would entitle him to a memorial monument. 
The black bull mentioned was an in-bred 
Pride of Aberdeen carrying the best old 
McCombie blood. He was bred by the late 
R. C. Auld from whom he was bought as a 
two-year-old by Governor Simpson. He 
stood very close to the ground, had extra- 
ordinary depth and breadth, with excep- 
tionally perfect hind quarters. In this same 
shipment came the great heifers Blackcap 
and Bruce’s Queen. These and other out- 
standing animals were shown by Gudgell & 
Simpson at leading Mid-West fairs, where 
they were acclaimed as possibly the closest 
approach to the ideal of beef cattle perfec- 
tion yet seen in the American show yard. 

The early Eighties was a period of great 
expansion in both cattle and land values.

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reach that event in time, the Gearys found 
it necessary to ship the animal at large ex- 
pense by express from Quebec to Kansas 
City. Such was the determination with 
which the Aberdeen-Angus pioneers sup- 
ported their cause. 

What happened at Kansas City might 
have been anticipated. The Prince failed to 
get by the judges for grand championship 
honors, simply because practically no cattle 
grower in this country at that time had 
ever had the opportunity of seeing a finish- 
ed black show steer on the block. They knew 
little or nothing about the great store of 
thick-cutting, finely-marbled beef hidden 
underneath that hide. In short Black Prince 
was not immediately appreciated. He was 
passed over in favor of a 2150 pound Short- 
horn that must have made a very wasteful 
carcass. At Chicago the imported bullock 
fared better. In those days there were two 


championships awarded—one judged by 
feeders the other by butchers. The Prince 
lost. in the former but under the killers 
judgment he won. That afternoon the 
Gearys had the satisfaction of seeing a blue 
silk ribbon fluttering from the halter of 
the big black beast from Inverurie; and that 
evening the victory was duly celebrated in 
the old Grand Pacific Hotel. 

The Gearys made the first public sale of 
Aberdeen-Angus held in America; the event 
taking place at Chicago, September 20, 
1882. In 1887 they moved their entire herd 
from Canada to Kansas City and arranged 
for its maintenance on Maj. Blossom’s farm. 
Wm. Watson was engaged to help in the 
management. Here was produced one of 
the best of the old-time Aberdeen-Angus 
sires, the famous Moon Eclipser. Public 
sales were made from this herd at Kansas 
City and at Bushnell, Illinois, at which high

Meantime Mr. Harvey’s son, John R., and 
Mr. Watson went to Scotland in quest of a 
bull to succeed the Knight.

mentioned. It must he said that this herd 
exerted a profound influence upon Aber- 
deen-Angus fortunes in America. Largely 
through the outstanding excellence of the 
Turlington stock such men as James J. Hill, 
of Great Northern Railway fame; W. A. 
McHenry; J. Evans & Son; Wallace Estill 
and many others, afterwards “big shots” in 
the trade, had their interest in the “dod- 
dies” aroused or heightened. The herd was 
closed out in 1892. Jim Jams went to the 
Evans herd in Iowa at $1000.00. The bull 
calf Heather Lad 4th by that sire, was tak- 
en by Mr. McHenry at $500.00 and that 
future great breeder bought also two Black- 
bird females at $800.00 and $625.00, re- 
spectively. M. A. Judy, West Lebanon, In- 
diana, bid off Guinea at $825.00 and Wal- 
lace Estill took Abbess of Turlington at the 
same figure. Mr. Estill later on got Guinea 
from “Gus” Judy. This bull’s best son was 
probably Heather Lad of Emerson 2d, a 
champion and sire of champions. 


BLACKS ARE SUPERIOR 


The year after the Turlington dispersion 
the World’s Columbian Exposition live stock 
show was held at Chicago and the super- 
iority of the cattle of Mr. Harvey’s breed- 
ing upon that occasion was the theme of 
general comment in the Aberdeen-Angus 
sector. The first prize aged bull, Heather 
Lad 2d, by Black Knight, headed the first 
prize aged herd which included a daughter 
of Black Knight and two daughters of 
Heather Lad 2d. Four of the five animals 
comprising the first prize young herd were 
sired by Heather Lad 2d, and were headed 
by his son, Black Knight of Estill. The 
group by Heather Lad 2d won first in get- 
of-sire class. In the produce-of-cow class 
Wallace Estill had first and second on his 
Maggies. With one exception these were all

Both were 
perfectly smooth and richly-fleshed, and re. 
ceived first and second in their class. [Ip 
yearlings Wallace Estill’s Dot proved the 
sensation of his class. Here was a case 
where a great bull prospect had to be sac- 
rificed because of unusual white markings, 
He had a white switch, a white spot on the 
right hind quarter, white flanks and white 
ankles. Otherwise, of course, jet black. He 
was 481 days old and weighed 1235 pounds 
and although he did not make grand chan- 
pionship at this show over Turlington’s 
1500 pound Tam O’Shanter, he was bought 
by John Imboden, of Decatur, Illinois, for 
another year’s feeding. 

The great event of this Chicago show of 
1887 was the clash between the Shorthorns 
and the blacks competing for a group prize, 
calling for a three-year-old, a two-year-old, 
a yearling and a calf. The former was the 
red, or so called Crimson, group bred by 
one of the best-known feeders of that time 
in the corn belt states, the Hon. D. M. Mon- 
inger, of Iowa. The polls were of Turling- 
ton origin. The two judges could not agree, 
and John G. Imboden was called in to make 
the decision. In order to compare closely 
the competing animals of each different

On account of the prominence gained by 
the firm of Estill & Elliott a few facts as 
to their operations should be presented. It 
was in 1882 that Wallace Estill and Hugh 
Elliott, big farmers both in Howard County, 
Missouri, formed a partnership for the pur- 
pose of breeding Aberdeen-Angus. At the 
Geary sale in Chicago, already recorded as 
the first auction of blacks to be held in this 
country, they paid $1550.00 for the fine 
heifer Blue Ribbon, an imported Blackbird 
of Corskie. She had for sire the Pride bull 
Challenger and her dam was the famous 
Blackbird of Corskie 2d. In 1883 at another 
Geary sale they took out the Ballindalloch- 
bred bull Bushranger, a son of the ,great 
Young Viscount, out of the dam of Black- 
cap. Rich breeding that; and individually 
he was most worthy of his high descent. He 
had an almost perfect head; stood very near 
to the ground, and had the proverbial Bal- 
lindalloch finish. He was an outstanding 
success as a sire and his get put Estill & 
Elliott squarely “on the map” as producers 
of top cattle. His numerous good daugh- 
ters made a real contribution to the prog- 
ress of the breed in the middle West. Not 
only that but he sired the first real “baby 
beef” steer to win the grand championship 
of the Chicago Fat Stock Show for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. This was Dot—just men- 
tioned—brought out first by Estill & Elliott 
and carried on to his championship, as al- 
ready stated, by one of the master feeders 
and judges of his time, the late, and indeed 
well-beloved, John G. Imboden, of Decatur, 
Illinois, whose long and honored service in 
connection with the old Fat Stock Show 
and the earlier Chicago Internationals, is 
one of the bright pages in our Western live 
stock history. It should be added here that 
Dot’s dam was Carry of Montbletton, one 
of whose heifers became the dam of the bull 
Craigo of Estill that had much to do with 
the extraordinary success of the late L. H. 
Kerrick, of Bloomington, Illinois, with car- 
load lots of fancy black bullocks at the Chi- 
cago Shows. 


IMPORT 70 HEAD 


During the summer of 1883 Estill & EI- 
liott made an importation of seventy head. 
In 1884 a like number were imported; the 
latter selected in Scotland by Mr. Elliott. 
A sale was made at Kansas City in 1883 at 
which an average of $474.50 per head was 
made. In 1884 the firm bought at a sale 
made in Chicago by George Whitfield, of 
Canada, a trio of Erica females, whose des- 
cendants became one of the most attractive 
groups in the herd. One of these, Effie of 
Aberlour, was called by so capable an ob- 
server as Owen C. Wallis, the distinguished 
English “doddie” breeder, then on an Amer- 
ican tour, “the best breeding cow I saw in 
the States.” The Estill & Elliott partner- 
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ship was dissolved in 1886, :

prices. Everybody seemed to have a 
black cattle crazy. Anything that ps: 
from Scotland, wore black hair and had — 
horns, was wanted. Of course the frenzy 
did not last long. In fact the Gallowa. 
“boom” disappeared almost as suddenly as 
it had arrived. They still have a few de- 
voted adherents in America, and they have 
never lost their popularity in their native 
pastures over-seas, but the Aberdeen-Angus 
have not only survived the days of reckless 
speculation, but at this time, are adding 
year by year to their popularity with both 
feeders and killers. 

In 1891 the original Fat Stock Show was 
abandoned. The Chicago Exposition Build. 
ing was to be torn down to make room for 
the present palatial Art Institute. Then 
came seven years of “make shift” compe. 
titions—privately-sponsored. These were 
held in street car barns, extemporized Stock 
Yard quarters, and in fact “any old place” 
until finally came Arthur G. Leonard and the 
International Live Stock Exposition, found. 
ed in 1900. The blacks then began a series of 
grand championship winnings that has not 
yet been approached by any other breed, 
This record will presently be shown in a de- 
tailed tabulation. Let us meantime present 
some further comment upon the more im- 
portant breeding establishments of the Mid- 
dle West during this period. 

The first Ohio Aberdeen-Angus herd was 
that of J. P. Hine, of Milan, who visited 
Seotland in 1881 and made a small impor- 
tation, including the bull Baronet of Advie, 
of Ballindalloch breeding, a son of McCom- 
bie’s Paris champion, Judge. A group of 
well-bred cattle was purchased a little later 
from Hon. M. H. Cochrane, of Hillhurst, 
Canada. Mr. Hine bred and fitted many 
good show cattle and for several years ex- 
hibited on the Mid-West circuit, winning 
numerous championships. The herd finally 
passed into the possession of the proprie- 
tor’s two sons and was dispersed at auction 
in 1907. 

In 1881 J. J. Rodgers engaged in Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding at Abingdon, Illinois. 
He made two small importations from Kin- 
nochtry and his herd in due course became 
a source of supply for many new beginners 
in the business. He bought the well-known 
bull, Young Wellington, from B. R. Pierce, 
Creston, Illinois, and won a championship 


‘ with him at the World’s Columbian Exposi- 


tion of 1893. This bull later became the 
property of E. Reynolds & Son, Prophets- 
town, Illinois. Mr. Rodgers’ herd finally 
grew to be one of the largest in the coun- 
try, and he “farmed out” many breeding 
cattle on shares to persons desirous of en- 
gaging in the “doddie” trade. 

The pioneer herd in the state of Indiana 
was that of the Indiana Blooded Stock Com- 
pany, in which, as already stated, H. C. 
Burleigh, of Maine, became __ interested, 
along with Messrs. Fletcher, Holt & Co. 
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: came into prominence at once, 
This through the purchase for $2050.00

— B. R. Pierce of Creston, Illinois was 
for many years among the most successful 
producers of high-class breeding stock. He 
began in the Eighties; his foundation being 
drawn from the Canadian herds of Geary 
Bros. & Whitfield; Mossom Boyd; and the 
Hon. M. H. Cochrane. In 1887 at a sale 
made by John S. Goodwin and Robert C. 
‘Auld, Mr. Pierce bought seventeen females. 
From Turlington came Antelope of Turling- 
ton, by Black Knight, imported Beauty 2d 
of Glamis, Pride of Turlington, by Eury- 
medon, and Nightingale of Turlington, a 
quartette that left valuable progeny. He 
also acquired Barbara McHenry 5th, by 
Heather Lad 4th. 
One of the first sires to attract publicity 
to the herd through the special excellence 
of his get was Wellington, imported by Es- 
till & Elliott. He sired such heifers as Bell, 
champion at St. Louis in 1888, and such 
pulls as Young Wellington, a Columbian 
Exposition champion. Bell produced to a 
service by Heather Lad 2d, Bell of Cottage 
Grove, after her sale by Mr. Estill to Leslie 
& Burwell. She in turn dropped Bell’s 
Eclipser that became a prize-winner and 
sire of prize-winners. That good stock bull 
got by Moon Eclipser, grand champion bull 
at the State fairs in 1892, was the sire of 
numerous show animals. Bell’s Eclipser suc- 


ceeded his sire at the head of the herd, and 
out of Blackbird 13th got the famous Black 
Woodlawn, a bull that indeed made good as 
a stock-getter. The following bulls, carry- 
ing his blood, having been International 
champions or prominent in the production 
of them: Oakville Quiet Lad, Erwin C., Eg- 
erton W., Golden Gleam, Glenfoil Thick Set 
2d, Belfast, Belford, Black Belmore, Kill- 
mere, Idolmere, Playman of Sunbeam, 
Prizemere 9th, and others. Black Wood- 
lawn’s daughters also included many “tops”, 
such as Glenfoil Rose, Glenfoil Queen 2d, 
Queen of Rosemere 5th and Barbaras of 
Rosemere 33d and 40th. It was this Black 
Woodlawn blood that started Otto V. Bat- 
tles—one of the foremost cattle breeders of 
modern days in America—on his way to 
fame. Mr. Pierce’s son, Stanley, made a 
big killing for the black cattle by preparing 
‘and showing at the first International Live 
Stock Exposition at Chicago the great steer 
Advance, grand champion of that important 
event. He weighed 1430 pounds, and sold 
at auction for $1.50 per pound, thus realiz- 
ing $2145.00. 

In 1902 the imported Highland prize-win- 
ning bull Prince Ito was bought by the 
Messrs. Pierce at auction at the long price 
of $9100.00, a record up to that date. He 
was bred by Sir George Macpherson Grant, 
and the quality of his get and the manner 
in which his descendants bred on, appar- 
ently justified the price paid. This, by the 
way, was the sale at which C. H. Gardner, 
owner of the champion Rosegay, and breed- 
er of several great bulls, bid off the heifer 
Blackeap Judy at $6300.00. In 1904, Prince 
Ito’s son, Prince Ito 2d was grand champion 
at St. Louis, and the following year he was 
grand champion at the International. 

Prices for pure-bred cattle were by this 
time beginning to drop, after six years of 


activity at high levels. In 1906 the original 
Pierce herd was dispersed, ninety-six head 
selling for $27,510.00, an average of $285.00. 
When old Prince Ito came into the ring 
Stanley Pierce asked the privilege of bid- 
ding, and secured the bull for $1100.00. B. 
R. Pierce died in 1909, but his son at once 
began the building of a new herd, which ful- 
ly maintained the farm’s reputation. In 
answer to a question put to him by the 
writer hereof as to the degree of attention 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders should pay to 
various “family” distinction, Mr. Pierce 
said: 

“In regard to breeding and line-breeding 
I really think we lost twenty years in the 
individuality of our cattle by leaving the 
good families like the Queen Mothers, 
Prides and others having real Aberdeen- 
Angus type, to propagate the Blackcaps and 
Ericas. While there were a few good ones

begin with Aberdeen-Angus. Their first 
purchases were from the herds of C. R. C. 
Dye, of Troy, Ohio; Hine & Son, Shin Rock, 
Ohio; B. R. Pierce & Son, Creston, Illinois; 
and T. W. Harvey, of Turlington, Nebraska. 
Their first stock bull, Don Cameron, came 
through Mr. Dye from W. M. D. Lee, of 
Leavenworth, Kansas, and proved a good 
sire as well as a prize winner at the Ohio 
State Fairs of 1890 and 1891. At a Chicago 
sale in 1890 the bull Zaire 5th, by Black Ab- 
bot, bred by John S. Goodwin, was purchas- 
ed. He grew into a successful sire and 
show bull, and was used for ten years. His 
heifers made fine, big, smooth cows. A 
little later Valiant Knight 2d was selected 
for breeding purposes. He had won a first 
at the International and was bought during 
that show for $1000.00. This bull had a 
notable career in the show yards of that 
period and was a satisfactory stock getter. 
Then came Lucy’s Prince, bred by L. Mc- 
Whorter, Aledo, Illinois, that became junior 
champion at Chicago, and at the shows of 
1903 and 1904 defeated every bull he met, 
with one single exception, and that one was 
of Bradfute breeding. This valuable bull 
was sired by Ringmaster; he by the Black 
Abbot bull, Duke of Marlborough. Ring- 
master’s dam was Lady Woodlawn of Pierce 
production, and a daughter of Wellington. 
The Prince’s dam was Lucy Estill 2d, by 
Heather Lad 2d. He was not only richly 
bred but made a record as a sire, perhaps 
second to none in service at that date. 


It must be understood that the experience 
of the Messrs. Bradfute in respect to stock 
bulls was not different from that of prac- 
tically all other breeders. They bought and 
tried out a number of apparently good pros- 
pects that proved disappointing, just as 
nearly every other experienced breeder can

Goodwin & Judy purchased Moon Eclipser 
from Geo. Geary in 1892 and showed him 
to a grand championship. He was chosen 
to head the show herd being prepared for 
the Columbian Exposition, but R. R. Pierce 
came along and offered such a tempting 
price for this group of show cattle that they 
let him have them. From the mating of 
Moon Eclipser and Bell of Cottage Grove, 
resulted Bell’s Eclipser, sire of Black Wood- 
lawn. The firm stopped showing in 1897, 
after a long and extraordinary experience 
in which supreme honors were frequently 
won. Their Blackbirds and Blackcaps sure- 
ly made history. At the closing out of the 
Evans herd in Iowa in 1899 Goodwin & Judy 
bought Black Monarch of Emerson, and in 
their hands he begot Blackbird and Black- 
cap winners galore, including the $6300.00

PROGRESS IN THE MIDDLE WEST 


Wallace Estill’s exhibits at the fairs, be- 
ginning with 1887, were the sensation of 
their time. It is not recorded that his aged 
and young herds were ever beaten by any 
other Aberdeen-Angus groups. They were 
admired by partisans of all breeds for their 
wealth of smooth flesh, their fine finish, 
their true breed character. He bought 
Heather Lad 2d, by Black Knight as a year- 
ling from Mr. Harvey in 1888 and with him 
won that year the St. Louis championship.

in the herd was imported Wellington; after- 
wards sold to B. R. Pierce. At the W. M. 
D. Lee dispersion Mr. Estill bought the im- 
ported bull, His Highness 6th, of the Queen 
Mother tribe. He sired Royal Eric, that 
got many winners and was later used by 
Mr. McWhorter. 

At the Columbian Exposition there was a 
battle royal between the Estill and Mc- 
Henry cattle, but the former finally finish- 
ed in front. This was the occasion of the 
famous contest between those extraordin- 
ary cows Abbess and Progress of Turling- 
ton. Mr. Estill had purchased Abbess of 
Turlington at one of the Harvey sales for 
$825.00, and felt certain at the time he had 
secured an animal that would prove unbeat- 
able at the World’s Fair. His judgments 
in such cases were almost infallible. He 
seemed to possess a genius for picking real 
show yard material. John Imboden was the 
judge at this memorable Chicago competi- 
tion and sent the coveted ribbon to Abbess; 
whereupon Mr. McHenry went to Mr. Estill 
and asked him to let him have her. He 
was accommodated; the price being 
$1000.00. Upon this same occasion Heath- 
er Lad 2d and his get proved practically 
unbeatable. 

In 1895 Mr. Estill crashed the gates all 
around with the bull Gay Lad, his greatest 
achievement as a breeder and exhibitor of 
black cattle. He was got by Gay Blackbird, 
a son of Heather Lad 2d, that was later on 
sold to Wm. Miller, Storm Lake, Iowa. Gay 
Lad’s dam was the Ermine Bearer cow 
Lucia Windsor, of Mossom Boyd breeding. 
From this same cow came Lucia Estill, that 
also became a show yard champion. Gay 
Lad was a well nigh perfect specimen of 
his race, being especially good where most 
otherwise excellent bulls of the breed in 
those days were faulted—the — shoulders.

His 
mother was Dolly Copeland, by Heather Lad 
of Emerson 2d. Glenfoil Thick Set 2d was 
junior champion of the 1906 International 
and senior and grand champion for 1907 
1908 and 1909; a record that it is said has 
never been equalled by any bull of any 
breed at the Chicago Show. In 1897 Mr, 
McHenry went abroad. He visited the 
Royal Show where he saw Sir George Mac- 
pherson Grant’s Prince Ito, which he con- 
sidered the best bull of the breed he had 
ever seen. His owners were asking £1000 
for him. Five years later this bull was 
sold to Mr. Pierce at auction in this country 
for $9100.00. The limits of our space will 
not permit of even a running review of all 
of Mr. McHenry’s successes in the produc- 
tion of choice show and breeding stock. His 
work in this field was indeed monumental 
and should serve always as an inspiration to 
all lovers of animal husbandry. 

When Mr. Escher bought the herd in 1916 
there was included a two-year-old bull that 
was destined to “go places”! This was Earl 
Marshall, still called by some authorities 
the greatest sire the breed has known in 
America. Beginning with 1921 there were 
five International grand champion bulls to 
his credit and one female grand champion- 
ship. Among these bulls Blackcap Revolu- 
tion was perhaps outstanding. It would 
indeed seem that what Mr. McHenry had 
really accomplished for the breed did not 
find its highest realization until the period 
immediately following the transfer to Chas.

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black cattle power in America can fail to 
pay tribute to the far-reaching effects of the 
feed-lot triumphs of one of the most lov- 
able personalities that ever graced the na- 
tion’s stock breeding fraternity—L. H. Ker- 
rick, Bloomington, Illinois, to whom allusion 
has already been made. Educated for the 
law he married the only daughter of Isaac 
Funk, wealthy Illinois land owner. The wife 
inherited two thousand acres of fertile fields 
and good blue grass pastures; and as Mr. 
Kerrick possessed an in-born love for the 
soil he at once abandoned the law and turn- 
ed his attention to extensive stock breeding 
operations. This naturally led to an investi- 
gation of the claims being made for the 
new-comers from Scotland. He became con- 
vinced that the “doddies’” had outstanding 
merit as makers of prime beef, and began 
buying pure bred specimens, from which he 
proposed to breed the bulls to be used in 
the production of market topping bullocks. 
In this he scored a most. satisfying success. 
The records of the Chicago market for fancy 
Christmas beef and of the International car- 
lot competitions abound in proof that L. H. 
Kerrick helped mightily in advertising black 
polled steers for breeding purposes. 
Although he built up a large herd of pure 
breds his time and talents were centered 
mainly upon the actual beef making side 
of the business. At the first International 
in 1900 Mr. Kerrick won the carload cham- 
pionship with two-year-old steers that aver- 
aged 1492 pounds in weight and sold at auc- 
tion for $15.50 per cwt.—practically $225.00 
per head. 

The breeding of superior types of domes- 
tic animals has for many generations past 
engaged the attention of men of the highest 
ability and intelligence. There is a fascina- 
tion about it that has always attracted the 
human mind. The attempted application of 


the laws governing heredity; the study of 
the effects of environment; the fine art. of 
selection and mating with a view towards 
modification of character or conformation; 
the correction of faults; the modeling, in 
short, of animal form at the will of a guid- 
ing hand, indeed opens up a field that offers 


unlimited opportunities, and inexhaustible 
possibilities. It makes high appeal to the 
imagination. That is why stock breeding 
has found unfailing support in both Britain 
and America from men of large affairs, in 
addition to the steadfast devotion of those 
whose chief concern is with the soil itself. 


James J. Hill was by birth a Canadian. 
As a young man he came to the States, 
rising from obscurity to become president 
of the Great Northern Railway. So success- 
ful was he in developing the primitive re- 
sources of the wide open spaces between 
the upper Mississippi and the Pacific Coast 
that he became known as “The Empire 
Builder”. In this he accumulated a large 
fortune, and among his other investments 
was “North Oaks”, a large country estate, 
not far from St. Paul. Here he established 
herds of both Shorthorn and Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. In the case of the Shorthorns 
he evidently was moved by a desire to be 
the possessor of animals around which was 
cast the glamour of a glorious past. He 
enjoyed talking about the great prices that 
had been commanded by many of the ances- 
tral animals appearing in the pedigrees of 
the North Oaks Shorthorns. In the Aber- 
deen-Angus his practical mind and know- 
ledge of the needs of the working farmers 
of the new Northwest, led him to push their 
introduction into the stock breeding pro- 
grams of the settlers in Great Northern ter- 
ritory. Beginning with 1883 he made num- 
erous direct importations of black bulls, 
which he distributed at his own cost among

nm 2 ohn C. Christie establish 
herd at Windom, Minnesota, with site 
cattle from Robertson of Aberlour and Sir 
William Gordon Cumming. In 1894 he sold 
the herd to Fred C. Edwards, of Oakville 
Iowa. In 1886 the Messrs. Campbell, native 
Scotchmen, began breeding blacks at Utica 
Minnesota. Their foundation came from 
Anderson & Findlay. Joseph Tyson, an 
Englishman, in partnership with W. F. 
Dickinson, a banker at Redwood Falls, stock- 
ed with Aberdeen-Angus a good farm on the 
Minnesota river, belonging to the latter, 
They first used Peerless Knight, of Geary 
breeding, and then bought from Turlington 
Golden Abbot, by imported Guinea, out of 
the champion Abbess of Turlington. About 
1901 this firm made a direct importation. 
The herd was sold at auction in 1903; seven- 
ty-six head averaging $347.50. At Canton 
in 1896 M. C. Wilford started with the 
“doddies”, and built up one of the best of 
the Minnesota herds. In 1898 Geo. E. Wil- 
liamson, of Jackson, owner of a lot of land 
in the Red River Valley, became a breeder 
of the polls. He started with a lot of richly 
bred cattle; his first bull being a son of 
Gay Blackbird out of a Lord Chancellor 
dam. At the 1902 International Mr. William- 
son showed the steer, Clear Lake Jute 2d, 
and he was made champion of the calf class. 
In 1908 the entire herd was sold, and this 
calf was bought for the Minnesota College 
of Agriculture, and fed to the grand cham- 
pionship of 1904. Among others who helped 
build up the black cattle interest in Min- 
nesota may be mentioned R. M. Miller; Ern- 
est L. Johnson; Walter Oelke; Byron Mc- 
Gregor & Son; and Lofgren & Naugle. 


C. J. Alloway, of Grand Forks, was the 
pioneer of the Aberdeen-Angus advance in 
the Dakotas. He bought blacks as early as 

‘ 1883, mostly imported; and continued breed- 
ing until 1889 when he sold the herd to A. 
S. Garretson, of Sioux City. In 1895 J. W. 
Reedy, of Beresford, South Dakota, traded 
land for the Leslie & Burwell herd. He 
bred many good show animals gaining the 
championship over all breeds at the South 
Dakota State Fair of 1897. John Dawson, 
of Mandan, North Dakota, founded his herd 
in 1907. R. A. Candor, Cogswell, North 
Dakota, entered the business in 1898 and 
became one of the North Dakota leaders.

Atkinson; Samuel Kimmel, at Falls City; H. 

H. Moses, of Wayne; M. W. Harding, at 

Humboldt; S. L. Shiley, at York; the Harri- 

sons, at Indianola; Robert Taylor, at Abbott; 

Dp. K. Robertson, of Madison; Christiana 

Lang, of York; J. W. McClung & Son, In- 

dianola; E. B, Laflin, Crab Orchard, and 

Jos. Krotz & Son, of Odell. All these were 

instrumental in spreading the Aberdeen-An- 

gus gospel throughout a state whose farm- 
ers are always seeking the most profitable 
way to market their corn and blue grass. 

Proceeding now south of the Platte, we 
find that Kansas—scene of George Grant’s 
original experiment—has long been a field 
of important Aberdeen-Angus_ production. 
As far back as 1883 T. J. McCreary, of 
Highland, founded a good herd based on 
imported cattle, and for thirty years stood 
by his chosen colors. George A. Whitaker, 
at Louisburg, began about the same date as 
McCreary. He died in 1889 and the herd 
was dispersed. The Suttons, father and son, 
were active in the trade beginning about 
189°. Herds were maintained at both Rus- 
sell and Lawrence. They built up one of the 
largest collections of their time in the trans- 
Missouri country and about 1927 some seven 
hundred head of registered and non-regist- 
ered blacks were sold to the Diamond K 
ranch at Littleton, Colorado. In 1899 Parker, 
Parrish & Co., of Raymond, acquired a herd 
that had been developed by C. G. Hawkins 
& Co., at Hudson. They bought a son of 
Gay Lad at the Evans dispersion at $800.00 
and he proved an excellent sire. In 1907 
they recorded in the herd book no less than 
one hundred and fifty animals. They used, 
at one time, the bull Black Erwin C., a 
son of the International grand champion 
Erwin C. Those good Scotch cowmen, the 
McAdam Bros., residing near Holton, in- 
dulged their inborn fondness for the “bon- 
nie blackies” by going into the business 
about 1894. George stuck by the herd 
through many years, often exhibiting at 
Kansas City and other shows. 

The remark is often heard: “I would like 
to have a bunch of good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, but haven’t got the price. Can’t af- 
ford it, etc.” Well, listen to a story of how 
one Kansas farmer worked his way into the 
business: Lyman S. Miller, who had a 
farm near Dighton, went to the American 
Royal sale of 1906 at Kansas City. He had 
made up his mind that he would buy one 
good cow with calf by her side. Of course 
most any general farmer, or even an am- 
bitious farm boy, could manage somehow 
to scrape together enough cash, or could get 
credit for the price of just one cow, if he 
so desired. Anyhow Lyman Miller took one 
pure bred black cow and her bull calf home 
from that sale. As the calf grew up, he 
was traded for a bull that was unrelated to 
the cow. The following spring she had an- 
other bull calf, which was sold and with 
the proceeds a heifer was bought from 
George McAdam. In the spring of 1908 the 
original cow produced a third calf; this time 
a heifer. And so Lyman Miller slowly but 
surely got into the Aberdeen-Angus busi- 
ness. He next bought a grandson of im- 
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ported Prince Ito from Parker Parrish. Lat- 
er he used a bull obtained from Johnson 
Workman, famous Kansas producer of prize 
winning loads of black feeder calves. Lyman 
Miller’s load took second prize at Kansas 
City in 1928 against stiff competition. Thus 
did one make an humble start and fight his 
way, inch by inch, to a place near the top. 
Is there inspiration in all this? Most 
assuredly for those who have the right 
spirit. 

Speaking of Johnson Workman, his story 
is also worth telling. He began with pure 
bred blacks in 1913, obtaining his first cat- 
tle from Parker Parrish & Co. and other 
Kansas herds. His specialty was feeder 
calves, and he did not feel content until he 
had won a grand championship at the 
American Royal. It will be understood that 
this great Kansas City show has as its most 
important feature an extraordinary display 
of well bred ‘“‘feeders”—that is young cattle 
ready for making up into finished beef. The 
Chicago International, on the other hand, 
annually presents the greatest show of fat 
bullocks assembled anywhere in the world. 
Thus one show supplements the other. It 
was in 1927 that Johnson Workman had the 
satisfaction of seeing a load of hornless 
calves of his own production, win a grand 
championship over an almost bewildering 
array of choice specimens of different breed 
types. These sold for the great price of 
$26.50 per ewt. Mr. Workman built his pure 
bred herd up to a total of some 250 regis- 
tered cows. 

Lawrence is not only one of the most at- 
tractive centres of population in the Sun- 
flower State, but is in the heart of a par- 
ticularly favored agricultural region—the 
valley of the “Kaw” or Kansas River. In 
this area J. D. Martin & Sons founded in 
1909 a herd of black polled cattle by the 
purchase of eight head, which included a 
McHenry-bred Blackbird bull, sired by a 
son of Gay Lad. In 1911 they bought Louis 
of View Point 4th, got by Louis of Meadow 
Brook, that sired Barbara Woodson, an In- 
ternational champion. He proved an out- 
standing stock getter and was later bought 
by Johnson Workman, who bred from him 
some of his most admired Kansas City show 
loads. 

Illinois and Iowa must loom large in any 
attempted survey of the Aberdeen-Angus 
advance this side the Atlantic. The list of 
those who have made black cattle history 
in these two states, and of those who are 


there holding high the banner of the breed 
today, includes many of the best farmers, 
many of the most outstanding stockmen our 
country has produced during the past gen- 
eration. Take Charles H. Gardner, for in- 
stance, of Blandinsville, Illinois. He it was 
who appeared at the Chicago Fat Stock 
Show of 1897 with a load of polled yearling 
so-called “baby beeves” that fairly startled 
the country into a consciousness that a new 
day in beef-making had really arrived. Mr. 
Gardner did not succeed that year against 
the heavier cattle, but he had broken the 
ice. He owned the herd of pure breds in 
which Rosegay, that paragon of all black 
bulls seen at the two first Internationals, 
was developed. He was just another little 
calf, nursing his mother, Rose of Emerson 
3d, the day of the Evans dispersion of 
1899; but he was by Gay Lad the great, and 
Mr. Gardner was fortunate enough to take 
him and his dam out of the sale at only 
$425.00, a striking example of the opportun- 
ities constantly being presented at our pub- 
lic auctions for the acquisition of genuine 
breed-building material, often at bargain 
prices. Rosegay was junior champion at 
Chicago in 1900 and. senior champion in 
1901. Unfortunately he died while heading 
the Gardner show herd on the 1902 circuit. 
One of his sons, Barbara’s Rosegay head- 
ed the undefeated prize winning young herd 
of that year, and sold at Mr. Gardner’s sale 
of 1904 at Chicago for $2000.00. From Rose- 
gay and the champion cow Vala, came 
Vala’s Rosegay that matured into an In- 
ternational grand champion. More than 
that he sired Quality Prince, a junior cham- 
pion bull that sired the dam of the great 
Blackecap Revolution, and the other grand 
champion, Blackcap Bertram. At Gales- 
burg, Illinois, August 14, 1906, the Gard- 
ner herd was dispersed; Vala’s Rosegay

early maturing Aberdeen-Angus, and the 
man himself exerted a powerful influence 
throughout the corn belt states, because of 
this respect and regard in which he a 
held by all who knew him. He began with 
the blacks in 1889 and soon acquired th 
reputation of being one of the best inden 
of good cattle in the country. Hig sg 
nized ability in this direction and his known 
integrity and impartiality soon created fre. 
quent calls for his services in the placing of 
honors at the big cattle competitions, 

His first stock bull was Prince of the 
Realm, that headed the McHenry show herd 
at the Columbian. It was Ringmaster, a 
bull of his own breeding, that sired Lucy’s 
Prince. The McHenry-bred Baden Black. 
cap, used by Mr. McWhorter, proved one of 
the best sires he ever owned. At an earlier 
period he had placed in service the Duke of 
Marlborough, son of Black Abbot, and in 
reply to a query from the writer hereof 
said, “As I look back now I have no hesi- 
taney in giving Duke of Marlborough and 
Baden Blackcap credit for the greatest im- 
provement in the herd.” This original Mc. 
Whorter herd was sold in 1919 to Hamilton 
Bros., Good Hope, Illinois. 

Hon. Simon E. Lantz, long an honored 
member of the Illinois State Senate, and 
owner of a thousand acre farm in Wood- 
ford County, near Congerville, is generally 
recognized as one of the most distinguished 
champions of the Aberdeen-Angus in the 
middle west. Senator Lantz began with the 
blacks around 1896, in partnership with his 
brother Milo P. They owned farms near 
Carlock in McLean County, and their orig- 
inal herd was based largely upon purchases 
from the Heatherton stock of John S. Good- 
win or Goodwin & Judy. Among the fe- 
males obtained from that source was Black- 
cap 8th, an own sister to the champion 
Blackecap King. Her descendants, under the 
name of Lantz Blackcaps, have long been 
in great demand. At a sale held in Chi- 
cago in 1918 fifty-five head, all but one of 
which were bred by Senator Lantz, made 
the fine average of $925.00; seventeen 
Blackcaps tracing to Blackcap 8th making 
an average of $1800.00. In a sale held in 
1920 sixteen more of this cow’s descendants 
sold for an average of $1875.00. Such are 
the possibilities in this particular branch of 
live stock husbandry. Is it any wonder that 
it yearly attracts more and more attention 
from intelligent, ambitious farmers, agri- 
cultural college students, 4-H Club groups 
and those taking high school vocational 
training in agriculture? 

From Heatherton also came the good 
stock bull Zaire 8th; a half-brother to 
Blackeap 8th, both sired by Black Monk. 
Cows and heifers were added from the Mos- 
som Boyd and Pierce herds; some of which 
were strong in the blood of Gay Lad and 
Lucia Estill. At the M. A. Martin sale in 
Iowa in 1899 that valuable Blackcap breed- 
ing bull Black Jam, by imported Jim Jams, 
was bought. He proved a specially good 
sire of bulls, and it may be remarked in 
passing that this is the highest praise that 
can be bestowed. Many bulls beget good

sibilities. The foundation of the Tolan pure- 
bred herd was two heifers and a bull pur- 
chased from the Pierce herd of Illinois. 

From the beginning good sires were used. 
One of the early bulls leaving his imprint 
on the type and quality of his calves was 
Chub of Mt. Vernon, a thick, short-legged 
bull of modern type. Another early im- 
prover in the Tolan herd was Undulata 
Black Ito, a grandson of Prince Ito. Still 
another sire of these early days of the IIli- 
nois herd was Erwin C. 2d, a son of the In- 
ternational Champion, Erwin C. His sons 
and daughters, too, were the right kind. 

Early show ring winnings at the near-by 
Illinois State Fair gave Mr. Tolan an idea 
of the progress being made by his new herd. 
He realized that to reach the top required 
the use of the best sires that could be ob- 
tained, coupled with the selection of females 
of great quality and uniformity. 

With the idea in mind of buying a cham- 
pion sire Mr. Tolan attended the McHenry 
sale in Iowa. This was in 1910. The bull 
he had under consideration was Prism, 
grand champion at Kansas City, and a 
promising herd sire prospect. The purchase 
of Prism proved a fortunate selection for 
this bull left many top calves in the Illinois 
herd. This is not strange when it is re- 
membered that Prism, and the sire of Ear] 
Marshall, were from the same dam. One of 
the good sons of Prism was Permit, sold to 
McGregor of Canada, and winner of 39 
grand championships in Dominion shows. 

But it was Mr. Tolan’s next herd bull 
aquisition which was destined to make him 
a breeder of national reputation. This bull 
was Ejileenmere 4th, from the Battles herd 
of Iowa. Ejileenmere 4th was a son of Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, International grand cham- 
pion in 1910, and out of Blackcap Eileen, 
an International blue ribbon winner. He 


was a double grandson of Black Woodlawn, 
a sire of champions, and his dam was out 
of Eileen Lass, International grand cham- 
pion in 1906. 

Since 1918 Tolan breeding has centered 
on bulls descended from Eileenmere 4th. 
Following Eileenmere 4th was his son, Ei- 
leenmere 15th, International grand cham- 
pion in 1929. Following as chief herd sire 
was a son of “15th”, Eileenmere 32d, and 
then his son, Eileenmere 85th. Internation- 
al grand champion in 1935 Eileenmere 85th 
has made Aberdeen-Angus history through 
the show ring winnings and sales of his 
sons and daughters. Two sons of “85th” 
have made modern Aberdeen-Angus history 
by selling at $15,000 each. One, Eileenmere 
260th, was purchased by Col. A. E. Peirce 
of Virginia, and the other, Eileenmere 
501st, was sold to Fowler McCormick of Il- 
linois. A daughter of “85th”, Evermere T., 
sold to Ralph L. Smith of Missouri for 
$6,700 to set a modern record for Aberdeen- 
Angus females. Many other sons and 
daughters of Eileenmere 85th have sold well 
up in four figures. 

It is a known fact that without good fe- 
males the value of a good sire is not fully 
realized. There have been many outstand- 
ing females in the Tolan herd. One of the 
foundation matrons most highly regarded 
by Mr. Tolan was Blackcap Missie. Mated 
to Eileenmere 32d she produced Blackcap 
Tolan 35th, International grand champion 
female of 1934-35-36. A second outstand- 
ing daughter of Blackcap Missie, sired by 
Eileenmere 85th, was Blackcap Tolan 61st, 
junior champion at the 1937 International. 
Another top female bred and developed in 
the Tolan herd was Estamere 2d, 1938 In- 
ternational grand champion, a daughter of 
Eileenmere 32d. In fact the supreme female 
awards of 1934, 1935, 1936, 1938 and 1941

cago and sold to Mr. MacGregor, who ex- 
hibited her successfully in Canada, and was 
grand champion over all breeds. Pride of 
Hilldale was grand champion in the states 
the same year. 

The M. A. Judy and Brooks F. Beery herd 
at London, Ohio, was founded about 1915 
and at the present time numbers about one 
hundred head.

With predictions by the Secretary of Agriculture and othe 
will be considerable “soft” Corn this year, this inloraation ee 
Silos is published to benefit those needing emergency ensilage shares 


in construction, there are several im- 
portant factors relative to its location 
and construction which must not be disre- 
garded. Digging a “hole in the ground” 
does not provide a satisfactory trench silo. 
In some instances where this has been done 
considerable spoilage of ensilage was re- 
ported; and that which spoiled was serious- 
ly needed for feed. Whenever an emergency 
exists which demands the construction of 
trench silos, feed is ordinarily scarce and 
every ton valuable. 
Runoff or surface water which drains 
from higher ground is a frequent cause of

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runways at each end, it may be necessary 
to provide artificial drainage in the bottom 
of the trench, such as sinking a barrel in 
the lowest corner and using a hand pump to 
pump out accumulated water. However, the 
best drainage is by locating the trench ona 
side hill with the floor sloping toward the 
open end. The floor should slope two inches 
in each ten feet for best drainage. 


A hillside with good clay subsoil or a 
heavy soil that does not cave easily is best 
suited for trench silo construction. The side 
walls should slope one foot inward for each 
four feet of depth, however, successful silos 
have been built in sandy soils with walls 
sloping more, but due to the difficulty of 
holding the side walls, it is advisable to line 
the walls of trenches, built in soils which 
have a tendency to cave easily, with some 
permanent lining immediately after excava- 
tion. 

Another point to consider is drifting snow. 
If the trench is located where drifts are 
likely to fill it during feeding it is best to 

‘ use snow fence for protection. The snow 
fence should be from sixty to one hundred 
feet from the edges of the excavation. 


Sloping walls of the trench silo are ad- 
vantageous for several reasons. First, pack- 
ing is more easily accomplished, because 
tractor, team or truck can get closer to the 
edge than with perpendicular walls. Second, 
as the ensilage settles there is less likeli- 
hood of air pockets forming to cause spoil- 
age. Third, there is less danger of caving 
when dirt walls are used without any type 
of lining. Fourth, the slope gives greater

4 very common size of trench silo is eight 


eight feet wide at the base and 
oo ay wide at the top. Such a silo 
has a cross-sectional area of eighty square 
feet. Assuming ensilage to weigh thirty- 
five pounds per cubic foot a trench this 
size would hold about a ton and a half of 
silage for each foot of length. This is fig- 
uring the silo proper and not the runways 
entering the silo. These runways should be 
at least twenty feet long to slope from 
ground level to silo depth and such a run- 
way would hold about nine pounds of silage 
per cubic foot on the average. 

Experience and observation have shown 
that the two most important things in putt- 
ing up ensilage are proper moisture con- 
tent and thorough packing. One of the best 
methods of packing is by using a tractor 
which can be run back and forth almost 
continuously over the ensilage. A plank 
bolted to the tractor, either front or rear, 
ean be used to distribute ensilage where 
stationary cutters are used. 

The ensilage should be covered in the 
trench to exclude air. When air is permitted 
to come in contact with the ensilage after 
fermentation has started, molding and spoil- 
age always result. Be sure to put the dirt 
cover directly on the ensilage, do not put

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straw or other litter on first. Getting the 
dirt in the ensilage is not a matter to cause 
concern and dirt, alone, is easier to get off 
when the silo is opened and is far better in 
preventing spoilage. 

Ensilage is removed from one end of the 
silo, being taken off in vertical slices just 
as one would cut a loaf of bread. Many in- 
genious tools have been devised for cutting 
the slice. One very satisfactory tool is a 
manure fork which has had the tines heated 
and bent in the form of a hook at right 
angles to the handle. 

Ensilage can be left in a trench silo in- 
definitely, providing the drainage and cov- 
ering are good. For this reason additional 
trench silos should be built, filled and seal- 
ed when plenty of feed is available so that 
the ensilage may be carried over and fed 
when drought periods occur. This step may 
be considered as a form of feed insurance.

and breeding program, to exchange ideas 
among breeders, to pass on what one breed- 
er has found successful and profitable in 
pastures, barns, etc. Won’t this investment 
by the Association return many times the 
cash outlay involved, because there are 
many, many farmers in this area who have 
not made up their minds what kind of cat- 
tle they want, but who are going into the 
cattle business at a faster rate than any 
other section of the country. 

We have learned that with our mild cli- 
mate the best type of beef cattle barn in 
this area is an open wind-breaker, so to 
speak.

1. Trench silos can be cheaply and easily built for 
any desired capacity with tools and labor to be found 
on most any farm. They are not easily destroyed by 


tory than we had anticipated. The layout 


storm or fire and there is no danger from poison 


gases, and little possibility of frozen ensilage. 

2. Location should be such that flood water can- 
not enter and where there is no danger from ground 
water. A slope of one foot inward for each four 
feet of depth is recommended for the side walls as it 
permits ease of packing, eliminates danger of air 
pockets and prevents caving. 

3. Temporary lining of plank and tough water- 
proof paper in experimental silos did not prove worth 
while from the standpoint of preventing spoilage. 
Unlined walls stand well in certain soils, others need 
linings of plastered rock, concrete, brick or clay. 
Plastered earthen walls wil] not stand up. 

A covering of five to eight inches of dirt di- 
rectly on the ensilage gave excellent results. No 
spoilage was noted where it was used. 

Ensilage is removed from a trench from the 
end and in layers like slicing a loaf of bread. The 
cross section of trench should be kept small enough 
to permit an average of about one foot in four to 
six days to be fed. 


LARGEST TRENCH SILO 
STORES 1700 TONS! 

The largest trench silo in the world, 
capable of storing 1700 tons of ensil- 
age, is located at the Shelby County 
Penal Farm, near Memphis, Tennessee. 
(See article in this issue). 

This mammoth silo is a concrete 
trench 260 feet long, twenty-five feet 
deep and seventeen feet wide, sur- 
mounted by a substantial frame build- 
ing to protect it against the weather. 

The corn, sorghum and soy beans 
produced on 250 acres of crop land are 
harvested green, run through a silage 
cutter and blown into the huge trench 


to provide vitam-rich, high-protein feed 
for the farm live stock.

VISIT to the stock yards of a South- 
ern packing plant is, at first, a little 
Some of the cattle 
coming into the yards at Albany, Georgia, 
have horns from two inches to two feet 
long; some have no horns, and some have 


adopting the breed with open arms. They 
like the idea of a polled head for it elimin- 
ates half of their screw worm worry. They 
like a breed that has resistance to pink eye 
and a breed that has never been known to 
have cancer eye. They like a cattle breed 
that adjusts itself readily to sectional dif- 
ferences in climate and terrain.

After more than a year of use, stock 
ponds usually show considerable sediment. 
Settling of this material and clearing of the 
muddy water can be accomplished by adding 
several kinds of material, says a zoologist 
with one of our mid-western schools. One 
way to do this is to cut grass and scatter it 
in the water near the edge of the pond. Cut 
grass from an area about twice that of the 
pond. The greener the material the better 
the job of clearing the water. 

Three or four loads of barnyard manure 
per acre of pond surface will also do the job. 
Commercial fertilizer—100 pounds of 5-10-5 
per acre of pond surface is about right. In 
using vegetation or manure 50 pounds of 
superphosphate added each month will help 
do a better job. With commercial fertilizer, 
frequent, smaller applications will do a bet- 
ter job than one large dose. 

Two colleges have made recommenda- 
tions in grasses to use in preventing water- 
way erosion in pastures and fields. Cox 
and the Oklahoma Experiment Station has 
found that Bermuda grass makes the best 
growth and the best recovery when partial- 
ly covered with silt. Graber at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin has found that canary 
grass is probably the best soil holder for

Isle of Guernsey—While German f.

When Nazi’s demanded meat for f 
Guernsey breeders brought them carcasses 
which _Were accompanied by credentials 
(beautifully faked) to show that the slaugh- 
tered beast was of distinguished pedigree 
and worth several thousands of dollars, 
Meanwhile, the finest animals were camov- 
flaged as scrubs. 


Although Guernsey pure bred herds have 
been depleted greatly, the breeders thus got 
rid of culls and inferior types with the re- 
sult that the remaining breeding animals 
are of superior quality. 


Gammer Tops Sale 

Witwatersrand, South Africa—aAt the re- 
cent pedigree bull sale of the Witwatersrand 
Agricultural Society in Johannesburg, the 
top price for Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
£300 paid for a Gammer bull, Torburnlea 
King Lear, calved in May, 1942. This bull 
is by Gaffer Rens, a son of Gaffer Despot, 
the Banks bull which as a two-year-old was 
first at the Dumfries Highland Show and 
champion at the Aberdeen Royal Northern 
Show in 1938, and first at the Royal North- 
ern, and third at the R.A.S.E. Centenary 
Show at Windsor as a three-year-old. The 
dam of Gaffer Rens was Gammer Evellana, 
also a prominent prizewinner both in Scot- 
land and in South Africa, and a daughter of 
Elmo of Ballindalloch. Seven Aberdeen-An- 
gus. bulls sold at Johannesburg averaged 
£118. 


DDT Tests in Sydney. 

Sydney, Australia—Tests conducted here 
by the United Grazier’s Association have 
determined that DDT protects cattle from 
the buffalo fly for a maximum period of 
twenty-three days. When parafine wax 1s 
added to the solution the effectiveness 1s 
prolonged. Tests of the latter method, made 
at Brisbane University, show that it is ef- 
fective for three months. 

In spraying for buffalo flies, it is neces- 
sary to treat only one fourth of a herd. 
Each of the treated animals is spray’ 
over an area of twelve by eighteen inches 
on each flank. , 

While the cost of experimental DDT is 
high and but a limited supply is yet avail- 
able, it is predicted that with greater pro- 
duction the cost will be so reduced as to 
make its use practical for all.

Carlton said to the crowd. One must bear 
in mind that Carlton has many friends 
among the good Hereford breeders in Here. 
ford Heaven, the region surrounding his 
herd of Blacks, but they only needle each 
other in good clean fun. 

Carlton said that the Aberdeen-Angus 
men are business men, individualistic in 
thought and farsighted.

However, let us just take a look down 
that column you will find in 1940 a Graq 
Shorthorn won it.

It is based on 
“percent of meat to waste”, and on the 
Superior quality of the meat, which js 
thickness of flesh and marbled muscles—fa 
laid in between the muscle fibers, not just 
a two inch thick hunk of fat laid on top but 
in between where it increases the richness 
and the flavor of the meat as well as its 
palatability—tthereby it also becomes sgal- 
able and adds to the stock raiser’s profit, 
to the commission man’s profit, to the 
butcher’s profit and certainly most import. 
ant to the profit of the purchaser who can 
and does eat and enjoy a better piece of 
meat. 

The Aberdeen-Angus bull or cow is a 
beef making machine, but are we really 
telling the folks about them and showing 
and proving why? It is up to us to preach 
this gospel everywhere up and down the 
state. The “Aberdeen-Angus Beef Making 
Machine” could well be our slogan, for it is 
indeed an unerring, sure fire machine. It 
never misses. 

We want right here and now to bring to 
your attention a most important part of the 
program for any state, to promote the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed. It seems to the writer 
that we Oklahoma breeders are overlooking 
some very important opportunities when we 
fail to co-operate with the 4-H Club boys 
and girls and the FFA boys in a manner 
in which all of us can be proud. These young 
men and women are going to be the future 
buyers of better cattle. They are going to 
want to know more, in fact all about what 
they are buying and what to buy. 

My sincere recommendation is that every 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder in our state shall 
make a special effort to see that next year 
he provides as many good young Aberdeen- 
Angus bull calves as the boys need—not

They were 
breeders, showmen and breed advocates of 
the highest order, all of them. 

And then there were the newspaper men 
and show managers who gave our breed a 
hoost When it was young and weak and bad- 
ly in need of friends. Some of the most 
notable amongst them being Mr. O. M 
Plummer, organizer and manager of the 
Pacifie International show at Portland, Ore- 
gon; J. A, McNaughton, organizer and man- 
ager of the Great_Western Live Stock show 
at Los Angeles, California; and that great 
newspaper editor and publisher, Nelson R. 
Crow, of the Western Live Stock Journal, 
of Los Angeles. 

By the combined efforts of such men as 
these the superior merits of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle were brought to the attention of 
the range man, the farmer and the business 
man of what is generally known as the 
range country. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle have definitely 
proved that they were worthy of these ef- 
forts as is evidenced by their present ex- 
treme popularity amongst all of the groups 
above mentioned. 

In April of 1943, in cooperation with the 
National American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association, Western Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders staged their first big public sale 
at Galt, California, which was a distinct 
success. At that time our Pacific Coast Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association was 
formed which has grown from about thirty 
charter members to an extremely active or- 
ganization of over three hundred members. 
(Editor’s Note—Mr. O. V. Battles, has serv- 
ed since its organization, as President of 
the Pacific Coast Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association). 

So fertile a field has our Western coun- 
try become that it is supplying a market 
for breeders of other sections, notably the 
middle west. In connection with this, how- 
ever, I would caution those who hope to 
take advantage of this condition to be par- 
ticular as to the kind of cattle they send 
out here. The Western cattleman knows 
cattle as few others do and he is, therefore, 
not easily satisfied. Of one thing I am 
sure, he wants cattle of sufficient size and 
stamina to make the best use of pastures 
both large and small because it is from 
grazing that the bulk of the feed is derived 
inthe Western part of the United States.

dairy feed subsidy, but he has instructed his 
dairy branch pricing officials to begin 
“working toward removal of _ subsidies” 
probably by the end of 1946. 

He apparently concurs in the general 
opinion here that Congress will start 
whittling down subsidies as one of the first 
economy moves after the war. Most experts, 
however, think that the removal will be 
gradual. 

President Truman gave a strong hint in 
that direction when he signed the bill trans- 
ferring from the RFC to the CCC the pay- 
ment of $700,000,000.00 a year in subsi- 
dies on butter, cheese and meats. He re- 
marked then that “this cannot go on for- 
ever.” 

Anderson has taken an active lead in 
getting the government started on the road 
to subsidy removal. He said that he thinks 
the start toward subsidy removal should be 
made when “the demand is strong and prices 
are good.” 

But all of them are stumped when it 
comes to answering the question of how 
subsidies are to be removed. Is the 
farmer going to shoulder the entire bur- 
den? Will consumer prices be increas- 
ed or will there be a half-way ground? 


The Agriculture Department is attempt- 
ing a resurvey of cattle feeding in an effort 
to settle the dispute as to the extent of 
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feedlot operations. The Department, under 
Claude Wickard, reported that feedlot: opera- 
tions were above normal. 

The Feed Industry Advisory Committee, 
likewise, is attempting to determine the ex- 
tent of feeding in the eight cornbelt states. 
Associations of cattle feeders contend that 
the number being held for ninety to one- 
hundred twenty days feeding is considerably 
below last year.

MEAT SUPPLY 
DIMINISHES. 


The July production of beef, veal, lamb 
and pork which may move in interstate com- 
merce—1,115,000,000 pounds—was 10% less 
than that produced in June, and 22% less 
than in July of last year, according to an 
analysis of the live stock and meat situa- 
tion, issued August lst, by the American 
Meat Institute. 

“Compared with June,” said the Institute, 
“the July meat production showed beef, 
lamb and pork down 3%, 16% and 17%, 
respectively. Veal production increased 4%. 
Compared with July of last year, last 
month’s production showed veal, lamb and 
pork down 18%, 6% and 45%, respectively. 

“Marketings of cattle, hogs, and shee 
and lambs for meat in July, compared wi 
the previous month were down 1%, 20% 
and 11%, respectively. Calf marketings in- 
creased 3%. Compared with a year ago, 
July marketings were down as follows: 
Cattle 3%, calves 21%, hogs 44%, and 
sheep and lambs 10%.”
